being very poor fishermen. At low 
they hunt on the beach for shrimps, 
Clams, mussels, etc. I have seen them take 
clams in their talons, fly up about 100 feet 


above the beach and drop the shell, so as | 


to Dreak it open, and dar down rapidly to 
Secure it before some other rascal got it. 
‘Wher there are many dropping shells there 
@re just as many more laying in wait to 
Wrah onto the prize, so that it presents 
quite an interesting sight to watch th. 
Squabbling of the drones and busy ones, 
and there is really a look of merriment on 
one of them when he succeeds in swiping 
the other’s clams, as though he wanted to 
‘Btve him the horse laugh for doing the 
work and losing the pay. We frequently 
tied two pieces of meat together by a strong 
string @ yard or so long and hove it over- 
board to watch the sport. The minute it 
Struck water several gulls would be ready 
to grab it and fly off from the others, but 
One would get one piece and one the other, 
and start in opposite directions, but the 
string would fetch them up with a round 
turn and make them drop it for two more 
to grad and go throrgh a similar perform- 
ence. The excitement would run _ high 
among them until their chatterings and 
screechings would be deafening. Perhaps 
one would get his piece swallowed and 
Make off with the other piece dangling in 
air, and then the chase would get amus- 
ing, with a dozen others clamoring for the 
second piece and a tug-of-war followed 
each time the second piece was caught. It 
always ended in breaking the string or 
tearing the meat loose. 

“While at work off the coast of Mexico 
Wwe caught a great many fish and sharks 
and the gulls got their full share of heads 
and cieanings. They became so tan.e as to 
fiy down and take pieces of fish from one’s 
hand. One day a young shark about ea foot 
and a half long was t&rown overboard and 


* @ gull about one foot long utdertook to de- 


vour him. Like all other birds, they swal- 
low their food whole, and his size would 
not accommodate the size of the shark, so 
that about eight inches of the wriggling 
ehark was unaccommodated. Several other 
gulls wanted to assist him in his job, but 
he could not turn loose what he already 
had nor take any. better grip on the re- 
maining part still outside. At eyery gulp 
of the gull the shark entered protest by 
squirming at a fearful rate, and at every 
attempt the other birds made to assist the 
suil there was a vigorous protest on the 
part of the party of the first part. We 
never saw the end of it, I mean of the 
squabble. They flew away to estape the 
ridicule of the spectators. . 

“But how are they profitable?’ 

“Well, © they». have regular hatching 
grounds, where they all go to ley their 
eggs, and (near San Francisco) the Chinese 
and Dagos take the eggs to market. They

Pass them on their customers withdut the 
least pang of conscience. Another source 
of revenue is the tomale trade. Innocent 
traveler, wishing to try everything odd, be- 
ware of the famous ‘zooda de chickena to- 
maie,’ for you will be ‘gulled,’ in a seaport 
town, and laughed at as quit> a good ioke. 

“Another very common bird that haunts 
the waters near shore is the ‘shag.’ This 
fs a very inferior species of duck or mud- 
hen, has a long, slender neck and head, 
which is the only part of the body visible 
when in the water, the balance being sub- 
mergcd. he rezson I mention it is be- 
cause it is the only kind of bird that swirs 
with its wings,-instead cf its feet. 


“They go through the exact motion of

“Ther ef emall bird very much 
like the petrel, that is &s peaceful as they 
are turbulent, These are known a3 wuaig 
birds, from the fact that they subsist en- 
tirely on. tTé little cPustaceans they pick 
from the body of the whale when it rises to 
the surface, and they do not frequent wa- 
ters where there are no whales. 
“The grandest of sea birds, the king of 
them all, is the Albatross. This bird grows 
“to a length of four feet sid measures from 
Nfteen to seventeen {vet from tip to tip and 
weighs from twenty to thirty pounds. Ii 
is an inhabitant of the southern seas, never, 
or rarely, getting north of the equator, 
the unly ones north being off the coast of 
Siberia. ‘The color is pure white and sume- 
times streaked with Diack and brown on 
the back. It, like the: gooney, has long 
narrow wings and is capable of flying for 
days and nights without resting once. It 
will follow a ship as long as it stays in 
the latitude it frequents to pick up the 
refuse of the ship. Among the natives of 
the South American coasis it ix considered 
very fine eating and they use the long 
bones of the wings for pipe stems and pop- 
guns, they being hollow, of course. They 
also use the entrails of this bird tu make 
buoys for their fish nets. The entrails are 
inflated like a bladder and secured at either 
end of the net to show where the w-nd and 
tide is drifting the net. So rare are these 
irds fn the northern hemisphere that large 
rewards are outstanding from some of the 
finést zoological gardens of England and 
this country for the safe delivery of a live 
albatross. Many attempts have been made 
by seamen to bring them across the equa- 


tor, but they always die. Catching them 1s , 


amusing. Fasten a piece of meat on a 
strong fish hook and let it tow along a 
stern. They soon grab it and hang them- 
selves; With little exertion they can be 
landed on deck. Strange to say, however, 
that any sea bird will get deathly seasick 
when taken aboard a vessel. Although they 
have been rocked in the eradle of the deep 
all their lives, it is a different rock from 
a ship. 

“The albatross is. the most seclusive of 
all the sea birds in breeding. They seek 
some deserted island or coral reef and 
there, in a hole, which they scratch out, 
deposit one egg, which is about six inches 
in length, white with brown spots over one 
side. As soon as the young one is abie 
to look out for itself the old ones g0 to 
sea again. Other birds flock to some is- 
land in droves-and raise their young. On 
Bogosloff volcano, a small island in the 
Behring sea, is a regular rookery for séa 
birds. All kinds flock there and lay their 
eggs and in many instances depend on the 
heat .oof the ground to hatch them. The 
earth is rent in so many fissues where the 
steam from below comes out, rendering 
the same heat the vear round, and tha 
surface of the ground is a chaotic mass of 
fresh egss, stale eggs, young birds, old 
birds, and egg shells, unti! the ground 
cannot be seen at all. On many othereis- 
lands the birds come in such immense 
flocks that the natives can go to the rook- 
eries and frail them down with sticks. 
They do this especially with ducks and 
geese. I am told that many prople along 
the Florida coast, which the birds use as 
rookeries, gather hamper baskets full of 
eggs every morning and ship them inland 
to the markets. 

“There is a tradition among sailors as 
old as the sea itself that the souls of de- 
parted safiors are transferred to tlse Sea 
birds, there ‘tO spend their eternity. Many 
of them believe it as firmly as they believe 
their own existence, nor would they think 
any more of killing one of them than they 
would killing themselves. We are all fa- 
miliar with the fate of the ‘Anetent 
Mariner,’ who killed the albatross and suf- 
fered untold agony for his punishment. He 
no doubt was tPansformed into a Mother 
Carey @ehicken when he Geparted this 
life,” G. W. CRUSSELLE.

| SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL. 


Popularity of Science. 


As scientific research has s® much to.do 
with our daily life, our comforts, our 
“health and happiness, as well as contribut- 
ing £0 beneficently to our commercial] profit 
and safety, it is not at all surprising, that 
not only the scientist, but the “average 
man” is constantly on the alert for every- 
thing pertatning to scietific afiairs. Illus- 
trative of this modern trend we find that 
the number of science schools in England 
has nearly doubled in the past ten years; 
the number of pupils has also more than 
doubled, and the payments to science 
schools on the results of the examinations 
have increased by more than £6,000 since 
last year. This country being more fro- 
gressive than England, there has doubtless 
been a much greater advance. In fact 
technical, industrial and manual training 
schools have been opened in every im- 
portant city and the demand for such prac- 
tical education is constantly increasing. 


Universal Typewriter. 

The ordinary typewriter is limited in its 
printing to plain flat surface. For a num- 
ber of years a Mr. Crary, an inventor of 
New York, has been experimenting to pro- 
duce a machine that would adapt itself 
to books of record, Insurance policies and 
other large documents, and after years of 
study and work and expenditure of thou- 
sands of dollars, Mr. Crary has succeeded 
in producing a practical, working type- 
writer, which is now being manufactured 
and will early compete with the ordinary 
machines, the best of which have only 
limited range of work. This universal 
typewriter only wwelghs ten pounds; the 
keyboard igs disk-shaped, has cighty keys, 
and has a variety of ribbon aitachments 
for printing in any desired color. The 
most important and novel feature of this 
improved typewriter is that it will receive 
a book of any width and thickness aad 
print lines of varying lengths, with spacing 
between lines suited to the will or fancy 
of the operator. 

While this new machine appears to be 
especially adapted to bookkeepers, its scope 
of utility embraces the work done by ail 
other typewriters, including manifolding 
and a single sheet of note paper is manipu- 
lated as easily between its rollers as the 
most ponderous bank ledger. It is in- 
tended to compete in price as well as in- 
creased range of work with other first-class 
typewriters.

water. Furthermore, the German analysts 
sey that the apple contains a larger per- 
centage of phosphorus than any other fruit 
or vegetable. Phe phosphorus is admirably 
adapted for renewing the essential nervous 
matter—lecithin—of the brain and spinai 
cord. It is, perhaps, for the same reason, 
rudely understood that old SGcandinaylan 
traditions represent the apple as the food 


to be growing feeble and infirm, resorted 
to this fruit, renewing their 


are of singular use for -men of sedentary 
habits, whose livers are sluggish in action, 


body noxious matters, which, if retained, 
would make the brain heavy and dull, or 
bring about jaundice or skin eruptions and 
other allfed troubles. Some such experi- 
| ence must have led to the custom of taking 
apple sauce witia roast pork, rich goose 
and like dishes. ‘The malic acid of ripe 
apples, either raw or cooked, will neutralize 
any excess of chalky matter engendered 
by eating too much meat. It is also the 
fact that sucn ripo fruits as the apple, the 
pear and the plum, when taken ripe and 
without sugar, diminish acidity in 
stomach rather than provoke it. Their 
vegetable sauces and juices are converted 
into alkaline carbonates, which tend to 
eounteract acidity.—North American Prac- 


titioner.

Professcr Vivian Lewis cites in ‘“‘Nature’’ 
the case of a child who was giided all over 
to pose as a statue and who died ina 
| few hours. all owing to the stoppage of 
the functions of the skin. We can live 
for days without feod, our liver may stop 
and render life a burden for several days, 
but if we stop the action of our skin abso- 
lutely, we die in a few hours. We have 
about 2,500 subdor.rerous ducts to the squar2 
inch of skin, which throw olf from our 
body about twenty-three ounces of per- 
spiration in twenty-four hours, this being 
produced by combus®€ion of the waste tis- 
sue by the oxygen of the blood, and which 
evaporates from the skin without any sen- 
sible moisture; but this evaporation leaves 
behind about an ounce of solid matter, 
which, mixing with the cily and resinous 
secretions and the dirt adhering to the skin, 
forms a compound which cogs the pores 
and leads to disease and death. The re- 
moval of this scurf is responsiMe for the 
light and tresh feeling experienced by tne 
bath and massage. ; 

Inoculation for Diphtheria. 

Probably no disease will create such con- 
eternation in a community as an epidemic 
of diphtheria. The suffering is agonizing, 
and the result generally fatal. The of- 
ficial announcement that blood inoculation 
has been so efficacious in curing this dread- 
ed disease, as to lead to the introduction 
of the practice into the hospitals of London 
and Berlin, will be peculiarly encouraging 
and comfortable. For years experiments 
have been quietly going on under the di- 
rection of the most eminent bacteriologists, 
which have resulted in inoculation of the 
blood for the cure of diphtheria. 

In vaccination for smallpox the direct 
poison is injected into the system, while 
in inoculation for diphtheria, a few drops of 
the blood from an animal which has been 
inoculated with a weak culture of diphtheria 
bacteria is injected into the patient, which 
non-poiscnous inoculation has been found 
sufficient to arvest and cure the disease. 
This new and apparently successful cure, 
(it can scarcely yet be ranked as a prevon- 
tive) is attracting much attention in. medi- 
cal circles, and if its efficacy is fully eas- 
tablished, as appears very probable, it will 
prove an inestimable boon in this mest 
dreadful and agonizing disease.

It is the reverse of 
analytic chemistry, which takes a given 
compound, and dissociates and isolates its 
elements. Analytic chemistry would sep- 
arate water into oxygen and hydrogen, and 
synthetic chemistry would take oxygen and 
hydrogen, mix them, put a match to the 
mixture, and thus form water. For many 
years past gynthetic chemistry has had an 
eager eye upon food making. It has al- 
ready progressed so far that several great 
agricultural industries have been destroyed 
oy its advancement, compounds which were 
once obtained by plant growth in the flelds 
are being now entirely furnished by chem!- 
cal jJaboratories and direct manufacture. 
In fact,(thé clear evidence of the present 
‘eads quite logically to the conclusion that 
at somé more or less distant period in the 
future, synthetic chemistry will destroy all 
the great agricultural industries, and put 
to new uses,the grain fields and cattle 
ranges of today—Professor Henry J. W. 
Dam, in McClure’s Magazine for September.

It is impossible to describe “‘Trilby.” It is 
a book that must be read. The only way 
to describe any individual one of its charac- 
ters would be to quote all there is about” 
that character. There is not the slightest 
resemblance between any of them. The char- 
acter of Trilby ts drawn with a tenderness 
and grace Which leads one to forget and 
forgive her all'her faults, if they could be 
called faults in Trilby. Trilby and Mrs. 
Bagot are the women of the story. There 
was never any one just like Trilby save 
Trilby herself:'Mrs. Bagot is like her many 
prototypes in life. She is a second Helen 
Pendennis, and when she goes to Paris to 
break up the engagement between Trilby 
and “Little Billee’’ one cannot help think- 
ing of the time that Helen Pendennis came 
to town, when Arthur was down with the 
fever, and frightened poor little Fanny al- 
most to death. Of the many men, they are 
all as true men, through and through, as 
ever stepped in life. 

“Trilby” is a book that may be read 
and talked about, but it cannot be writ- 
ten about. At best nothing further can be 
s about any, oraliof its characters, than 
that to change them would be to injure 
them. The essence of the book is too deli- 
cate to be brought out in a review. It 
baffles one. Comparisons with other books 
seem trifling and dull. It is all that can be 
said about it for good, and something more, 
and those Who. wish to’ know what. it is ° 
must read it. Then they will know it all, 
and perhaps can tell what they feel about 
it after reading it. It can be talked about 
endlessly, but written about—that cannot 
be well done. 


It is easy to understand why DuMaurier’s | 
style has been so often likened to Thackeray. 
lie writes from the standpoint of an on- 
looker. His. figures move and act with all 
the reality of life, and it is his task to 
stand off and comment on the movements 
and actions of these children of his imagi- 
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book, and Since the public which did not 
read the story in serial form, or having #0 
read it, hag forgotten about it, may wish 
to see it, it.is herewith given as it original- 
ly appeared, for the purpose of satisfying 
the curiosity of those who wish to see it. 
The passage occurs in that series of inim- 
itable sketches just prior to the. great and 
immortal Christmas celebration. It is 
wedged jn. between Dodor and I'Zouzou and 
Vincent, the yankee surgeon, and all the 
rest of that roystering band. Here is all 
that DuMaurier hag to say about Joe Sib- 
ley~

“He is now perched on such a topping 
pinnacle of fame and notoriety combined 
that people can stare at him from two hem- 
ispheres at once; and so famous as a wit 
that when he jokes—and he is always jok- 
ing—people laugh first and then ask what it 
was he was joking about. And you can 
even make your own mild funniments raise 
a roar by merely prefacing them, ‘as Joe 
Sibley once said.’ 

“The present scribe has often done so. 

“And if by any chance you should one 
day, by a happy fluke, hit ‘upon a really 
good thing of your own—good enough to be 
quoted—be sure it will come back to yeu 
after: manys days, prefaced, ‘as Joe Sibley 


once said.’.’’ 

But, perhaps it was at the pictures that 
he took offense. If so, there may be some 
slight cause for indignation. They don’t 
look just like pictures of intellect, but such 
as they are, they are reproduced,-to satisfy 
the curious. 

All ‘thts has be@n~changed in the book. 
The individual sketch has been left out. In 
the group picture, whiskers adorn the 
chin of the aesthetic young man, and the 
text haS been Ghanged into a different form 
altogether. We trust that the lacerated

There aré two things which all who read 
““Trilby” should do. The first is, get a copy 
of Henry Murger’s “Life of Bohemia,” and 
read it, or such parts of-it as may be read 
by the fastidious. In it will be found the 
life of the Latin quarter as described in 
“Trilby,’’ only more complete. DuMaurier 
doubtless tells the truth—Murger told the 
whole truth. In “Life of Bohemia’ ‘there are 
characters that can walk side by side with 
Svengali, ’Zouzou, Vincent the yankee, Do- 
dor and—I almost said Trilby, but there is 
but one Trilby, and there is not her likeness 
ai ywhere in books. The life described by 
Murger is more squalid, more brutally de- 
scribed, more coarse in every detail. It is 
the life described in ‘‘Trilby’’ without the 
refining process. Yet one who has read Mur- 
ger’s great work will better understand

KEPT-NEUTRAL AS LONG AS HE COULD. 


It Was a Choice Between Agencies, and 
When Mr. Greenwall Was Not Chosen 
- He Secured the Edgewood Theater. 


To the strong, sharp competition between 
" two rival theatrical companies, Atlanta is 
due the new theater that‘is to be made out 

of the old Edgewocd. 

The fight for thc exclusive patronage of 
the Grand, Mr. DeGive’s magnificent thea- 
ter, had grown so strong that the point 
was reached where either, if driven out of 
the field, would bulld a new theater. : 

To Mr. L. DeGive was left the choice of 
agencies, and therefore it was for him to 
say which should build the new house of 
amusement. The two agencies were Jeffer- 
son, Klaw & Erlanger, oné of the strongest 
theatrical firms in the country. and the 

, New York American Theatrical exchange, 
of which Mr. Henry Greenwali, of New Or- 
leans, is president. — 

Mr. DeGive chose the former company. 
This resulted, logically, in the deai which 
Mr. Greenwall has just made in Atlanta by 
which he is to makc a new theater of the old 
Lidgewoog,.: Mr.-Greénwall did this.so as 
to give his ‘bookings a complete southern 
circult. Since making the Atlanta deal he 
has added the Savannah theater to his list, 
thus giving him a complete circuit of south- 
crn tdéwns, 

As it now stands the Grand will get none 
of the booking which Mr. Greenwall’s agen- 
cy controls, but will be supplied with at- 
tractions from Jefferson, Klaw & Erlan- 
ger- As every one who knows anything 
about theatricals Knows, this latter firm 
furnishes many of the best attractions that 
come south. , 

DeGive’s Marietta street opera house Is 
not included in the contract with Jefferson, 
‘hiaw & Erlanger, but remains neutral. In 
a few months f will be enlarged, refitted 
and renovated and made one of the most 
attractive theaters in the south. 

Mr. DeGive's Explanation. 
_ A full understanding of the situation can 
be gathered from the statement of Mr, De- 
Give concerning the matter. When asked 
aout the matter he had this to say: : 

“The comments which have appeared in 
the local press during the past week have, 
I am told, caused many persons to come to 
the conclusjon that Mr. Greenwall, of New 
Orleans, -had been forced to leave a theater 
in our city because I was going to shut 
him out of Atlanta hereafter by refusing 
to play his attractions in my theaters. 
This is a mistaken interpretation, not borne 
out by the facts. In giving Messrs. Jeffer- 
son, Klaw & Erlanger the booking of the 
Grand the* following contract was made: 

“ ‘New York, August —, 1894.—Klaw & Er- 
langer’s exchange will have the booking at 
the exclusion of other agencies of the 
Grand, at Atlanta, for the theatrical sea- 
son of 1895-"96, and this agreement will con- 
tinue in force for the following seasons 
until denounced in writing by the dissatis- 
fied party. The booking fee will be $— 
per year. The exchange agrees to book in 
Atlanta aljl attractions that the manager 
of this theater will refer to the exchange, 
with request to book, and to book impar- 
tially all companies, notwithstanding the 
fact that these companies would prefer to 
play in other cities in theaters upon 4vhich 
the exchange has no control. 

“It is also understood that the manager 
of the theater retains the right to accept 
the attractions, the conditions ant the 
terms of the contracts, which will be re- 
ferred to him as soon as practicable by the 
exchange.’ : 

“The same arrangement will apply to 
Macon’s Academy of Music, at an annual 
fec of $—, when accepted by Mr. H. Horne. 

***Accepted the above agreement. 

“‘*KLAW & ERLANGER. 
“"*L, DEGIVE. 
““H,.. HORNE.’ : 

“This contract shows clearly that neither 
Mr. Greenwall nor any attraction playing 
at his theaters were to be shut out of At- 
lanta. To this day all these attractions 
had been booked in. our city on the applica- 
tion made to me or to my sons by Mr. Mc- 
Connel, manager of the New York Ameri- 
cam Theatrical Exchange, of which Mr. 
Greenwall is president. The above con- 
tract could ‘not change the existing state 
of things; an. application for. dates made to 
us in the future would have insured the 
pooking of the troups, as in the past. The 
only difference would have. been that Mr. 
Greenwall’s exchange would not have been 
able to advertise the Grand among the list 
of theaters under its control. 

“The evidenece-of the fact that this con- 
tract does not saut out Mr. Greenwall is 
demonstrated by our late transactions with 
Mr. Greenwall’s exchange. Since the sign- 
ing of this contract the American exchange 
has applied, the same as before, to book for : 
the season of 1895-’96 Mr. Henry Irving and 
‘In Darkest Russia.’ We immediately no- 
tified Messrs. Klaw & Erlanger and they 
marked off the dates on the list as booked 
for these parites. Later ‘The White Squad- 
ron’ and “he Land of the Midnight Sun,’ 
and these attractions would flave been 
booked in the same way as soon as an 
agreement on the terms could have been 
reached. These transactions prove conclu- 
sively that we never intended to exclude 
Mr. Greenwall, or any attraction playing 
in his theaters. ; 

“Some one may. ask why we gave the 
booking of the Grand to Messrs. Klaw '& | 
Erlanger. We were forced to do it. These 
gentlemen lease in New Orleans the Acad- 
emy of Music and the St. Charles theater. 
Mr. Greenwall is the lessee'of the Grand 
opera house. These three theaters. play 
each attraction a whole. week. Atlanta 
plays the same three attractions in one 
week. cach one two days. Therefore, we 
get two days from Mr. Greenwall’s attrac- 
tions and four days from the other party. 
From the time Messrs. Kiaw & Erlanger 
became lessees of these theaters, and an- 
tavsnism arose between ‘them~ and Mr. 
Greenwall. Fach side tried to get the best 
attractions to play in his theaters, and to 
control the booking of the, theaters situated 
on the routes leading to New  Qrieans. 
Being friends to both parties, we endeavor- 
ed to remain mutual in this contest for 
supremacy. For two years we played in 
Atlanta the companies appearing in the 
three New Orleans houses, facilitating by 
all means in our power the booking of all 
companies offered by the two exchanges. 
But during this time all the managers of the 
southern circuit had one by one joined 
Mcssrs. Klaw & Erlanger, influenced by th 
fact that they would obtain from them two 
attractions a week, while thay could get 
only one from Mr. Greenwall’s theater. 

“Last August we found ourselves the only | 
mutual managers left in this circuit betwéen 
the two parties. Then Messrs. Kiaw & 
Erlanger notified us that: we must give them 
our booking, Ike the other managers had 
done, or that. they would have another

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copy of the contract. But we were mis- 
as subsec t events have proven. 

“Some people believe that she opening of 
amother first-class theater will be a bene- 
fit to the city. I do not think so. There 
are only three com playing in New 
Orleans each week, and these thre: only 
can Atlanta secure. We had them before, 
and we can have no more hereafter. We 
will not have better panies thun be- 
fore unless they go also to New Orleans. 
No. company will come for Atlanta alone 
merely because we have a new theater. 
To this day the New Orleans managers have 
done all they could to get the best possi- 
ble attractions for tleir own theaters and 
they cannot get better companies to visit 
New Orleans by holding out the inducement 
that Atlanta has one theater the muvre. 

“hike Atlanta, New Orleans gets what 
she can, and about the same class of at- 
tractions. Glancing over the <heatrical pa- 
pers one can see that the ‘three sheaiers

An Aged Father and Son Carried to Jail 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


WERE LEADERS OF A DESPERATE GANG 


A Letter Found at the Jai! Which Hada 
Meaning—Laird, the Postoffice Rob- 
b2r, Chafes Under Arrsst. 


A gang of professional burglars and car- 
breakers, a squad of county police and sev- 
eral officials cf the East Tennessee road 
were lined up on one side of the little 
upstairs office of Justice Perkerson late 
yesterday afternoon. . 

On the other side was a huge pile of goods 
heaped up indiscriminately. Sacks of flout, 
hams of all sizes, boxes of tobacco, numer- 
ous bunches of multi-shaped keys and other 
appliances necessary to the work of bur- 
glars, were all there as evidence to show 
to what a large extent the gang had been 
doing business. It was an interesting col- 
lection and caused the judge to commit the 
car-breakers without hesitation. 

I‘or several months a systematic robbing 
of the different freight yards has been go- 
ing on. Many cars have been entered and 
the robbers were always successful in con- 
cealing their identity. Last week severg] 
raids were made in the yards of the East 
Tennessee. Tuesday night the robbers car- 
ried off a large amount. 

Chief Connand his men on examining the 
place the next morning decided that it was 
the work of an organized gang. They suc- 
ceeded in tracing some of the things taken 
from the car to the house of an old negro 
man just outside the city limits. He de- 
nied that he knew anything about the affair 
and defied the officers to search. 

They looked about the place and after a 
short while one of the men discovered a 
sack of flour under the house. A closer 
search was made and in a kind of cellar 
recently excavated the rest of the goods 
were found snugly stored away. These were 
taken cut and the old man placed under ar- 
rest. He acknowledged finaily that the 
things were brought to his house by his son, 
Elbert McCune, and three other men. 

It was several days before the officers 
could get their hands on McCune. He crim- 
inated his father and they were both ar- 
rested. Joe Treadway was also placed under 
arrest and yesterday morning Authur Del- 
vin, a desperate looking man, was. added 
to the list. 

All of the gang wasn’t tried yesterday, 
but enough was heard by the judge to 
cause him to have the old man and his 
son carried to jail. They were handcuffed 
together and escorted over by the county 
police. 


A Tell Tale Letter. 

Certain facts have turned up recently 
which go to show that the woman now 
in jail awaiting trial is not Mrs. Hicken, 
but Mrs. McFadden, the wife of a man 
well known, who lives near Titusville, Fla. 
This she has stoutly denied. It was known 
that Mrs. Mcl"adden was the mother of Roy 
McFadden, of Titusville. When the point 
cf her identity was under dispute it was 
said that Roy McFadden had consented to 
make a trip to Atlanta forthe purpose of 
learning whether it was really his mother 
in Fulton county jail. The trip was never 
made by the young man. 

The secret of his failure to come may 
have been disecyered several. days ago in 
a pile of old papers which had been swept 
from the diffrent rooms of the jail. In the 
pile one of the officers noticed a piece of 
paper with writing on it. 

Curiosity led him to pick it up. The bot- 
tom had been torn off, but @e could make 
out distinctly the words: 

‘Dear Roy: Is this true that you are 
coming here? Would you consign mother to

But Major Underwood Pointed a Pistol 
: at Mr. Tolleson. 


THAT'S ONE SIDE OF THE STORY. 


Mrs. Tnderwood Swore Out a Peace. 
Warracrt-Mr. Tolleson Was Put 
Under a Peace Bond. 


Banker J. R. Tolleson is now resting 
under a peace warrant which caused him 
to be placed under a bond of $2,000. 

The warrant was sworn out by Mrs. An- 
nie C. Underwood, the wife of Major H. 


Cc. Underwood, lost car agent 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis road, and the bond 


was required by Justice Bloodworth. Mr. 
Tolieson had no difficulty in mmking the 
bond, and at.present there are no indica- 
tions that a difficulty will occur. 

The misunderstanding seems to have 
involved a fear that the red-headed little 
banker would do the major some personal 
injury, and the peaee warrant followed. 
It seems that for several years Major 
Underwood and Mr. Tollescn have been do- 
ing business with each other and . gone 
along peaceably until a matter of an ex- 
ceedingly personal nature came up between 
them. It- had nothing to do with their 


1 business relations, but soon strained them. 


These strained relations increased until 
they waxed to that extent where neither 
spoke to each other—not even in a cold, 
dignified manner. There were still several 
checks and notes that were part of busi- 
ness transactions between the two former 
partners. and some of these were in the 
hands of Mr. J. B. Redwine. The two gen- 
tlemen decided to settle up all of their 
affairs, and were proceeding to do so. In 
the meantime It appears that Major Under- 
wood went to the office of Mr. Redwine 
and in the course of a casual conversation 
made reference to the notes in Mr. Red- 
wine’s possession and said that he had 
not signed one of them. Mr. Redwine’s 
pulse beat perhaps a Iiktle quicker. He 
wanted to know which note this was and 
Major Underwood pointed out one that Was 
dated March 30, 1890. 

Mr. Tolleson was notified of this by Mr. 
Redwine and the little banker hunted up 
the major. An interview followed at which 
Mr. W. T. Moyers was present as attorney 
for Major Underwood. It was agreed that 
the two gentlemen should settle all their 
basiness affairs and’ draw up agreements 
which should be given to each in copy. 

Mr. Tolleson’s Side of the Story. 

“The copies of the agreements were never 
forthcoming,” said Mr. Tolleson, giving his 
side of the story. “I called on Attorney 
Moyers several times, but could get noth- 
ing positive from him. I then went to Mr. 
Redwine and told ‘him to sue on all the 
notes and file suit in Louisville as well 
and garnishee Major Underwood's salary. 

“Seeing there was nothing to obtain from 
Major Underwood's attorney, I determined 
to see the major in person. In the mean- 
time he had denied to me that he had gaid 
that the note referred to by Mr. Redwine 
did not have his signature on it. He told 
me that he had not said he didn’t sign the 
note of March 30, 1890. 

“As soon as Mr. Redwine filed suit Major 
Underwood swore to a plea that was filed 
by Attorney Moyers, in which he stated 
that one of the notes was not signed by 
him. This, of course, was not pleasant, 
especially in view-of the fact that I had an 
effidavit from Mr. Redwine swearing that 
Major Underwood had said the note was 
not signed by him, and that Major Under- 
wood had denied this statement to me. I 
determined to make the best of matters 
and to take the affair into my hands and 
settle it at once by securing a retraction 
of the plea from Major Underwood and 
make him say that he had perjured himself 
in at least one instance. 

Where a Pistol Is Drawn. 

‘“T went to the office of Major Underwood 
on Tuesday one week ago. When I entered 
the office it was *with the determination 
to get the retraction, get killed or kill him. 
There was some one with him, but he 
withdrew to a ccrner of the room. I then 
began to talk to Major Underwood and 
told him that he *was a Har and applied 
every insulting name that I could com- 
mand. He then said that I must leave *his 
office and walked towards where the first 
visitor had disappeared. I told him that 
I would not leave until he had withdrawn 
that plea and acknowledged that he per- 
jured himself when he said that the note 
was not signed by him. 

‘He then drew his pistol and pointed it 
at me telling me that he would give me 
just one minute to leave his office. My 
pistol was in my side pocket where I could 
get at it conveniently, Dut I didn’t draw it. 
I told Major Underwood that I would not 
go.. ‘You may kill me,’ said I, ‘but before 
I die I will kill you and spit upon you and 
rub it in.” He then told me that he under- 
stood that I had told Mr. Redwine that ] 
wes going to kiil him and that he had 
prepared for me. He suggested that we 
talk it over and go to see his attorney, Mr. 
Moyers. I told him tnat that wouldn't do, 
that I would, however, accept a letter from 
himtothe attorney and that the plea must 
be withdrawn and that he mustswear before 
the trial court that he had perjured him- 
self. I took the letter he wrote and re- 
ceived one in reply from Mr. Moyers and 
wrote my ultimatum, which was that he 
should swear on the stand that he had per- 
jured himself.” 

Major Underwood’s office was visited but 
he was out and could not be seen.

Regulations which govern the presenta- 
tion of men and women to each other as 
members of society are based on common 
Sense and necessity, although every one 
unites to abuse them. ; 

A hostess would haye time for nothing 
else and would be constantly absent from 
her post to greet new comers if she insisted 
upon introducing all of her guests to each 
other. 

The trouble with us in large cities ts that 
this branch of etiquette is founded on Eng- 
lish manners, and we stop there instead of 
following up its real meaning, which 
is, that under the roof all are friends. 
If this were observed, then guests would 
talk generally, and things:move more grace- 
fully. 

But surely a woman could infroduce her 
friends at dinner or a ladies’ luncheon and 
not tax herself? 

Probably. But usage is the law, the 
judge, the rule of manners as of. speech, 
and since no one does it, then no one brings 
it into favor. It is not considered neces- 
sary to present people generally, only each 
gentleman to his partner for dinner, or, 
if there is a lion every one is presented to 
him or her. Personally; I cannot see why 
at small affairs this comventionality should 
be observed. 

Nothing is worse form than indiscrimi- 
nate introductions. Members of society 
should not force upon others the peopie they 
themselves do not care to know, and a 
person should always be asked if an ac- 
quaintance is desired. True, it is not 
considered necessary to acknowledge a 
casual acquaintance, but a little tact pre- 
vents all unpleasantness. 

On one’s “at home” day it is not good 
form to present the coming to the parting 
guest, especially if they are women who 
live in the same town. Calls would have 
been exchanged or some common friend 
have arranged their meeting if there had 
been any reason or desire for acquaintance. 

Street introductions are also superfluous. 
You may be with friends and stop to shake 
hands with people you have not seen in 
some time, but if there is no special desire 
on your part for these people to meet, it is 
much wiser and politer not to introduce 
them. 

In point of precedence in presenting, there 
is none; ohly the younger woman to the 
older, and a man to a woman, a profession- 
al man always by his ‘title. The woman 
in her own home should always shake 
hands when a guest is presented; men 
should shake each other’s hands. .f think 
the southern fashion of a woman ex-

tending her hand to a man charming. It 
is now carried out to some extent in New 
York. 

At a ball the introductions should be dis- 
tinectly formal. Handshaking is not cor- 
rect, and here again common sense comes 
in, for it is most awkward for a woman 
to place flowers and fan while shaking 
hands. 

No man, when presented to a woman at 
a dance, should fail in asking for her card. 
His introduction means a dance. 

What is the best form of presenting peo- 
ple? ° 

None is So good as the simplest: ‘‘Miss 
Brown, may I present my friend, Mr. 
Jones?” is all that is most elegant. 

At any function less impcrtant than a 
large ball it is always pleasant to add a lit- 
tle note of interest to the presentation, 
waich breaks the ice and leads the way for 
conversation. 

These matters mey seem a bit trivial at 
first, but the omission of them does not 
lead to pleasurable results. 


RARE LACES.

The fashionable women of Newport are 

all greatly interested in old Jace at pres- 
ent. 
It seems that the Countess de Brazza— 
Savorgnan—nee Cora Slocum, of New Or- 
leans, whose present abode is Rome, has 
been visiting at Newport this summer and 
incidentally trying to interest women of 
the ‘400’ in her pet scheme for heiping the 
lace workers of Italy; she ts succeeding ad- 
lace 
berthas and lace flounces galore. 

New York buys more laces than any 
other city in the world. It has at least a 
ecore of women whose laces exceed $50,000 
in value ‘and probably a hundred whose col- 
lections would sell for $20,000; $500 fichus, 
$200 handkerchiefs, $300 scarfs and a §1,000 
overdress, all mere bagatelles in the ward- 
robes of the wives of millionaires. 

Brtssels is a pillow lace, indeed. Rarhara 
Littinan, the inventor of pillow lace, lived 
and died there. 

The pattern, drawn upon parchment, is 
fixed firmly to the pillow, pins are stuck 
along the outlines, and to them the lace is 
woven by crossing and twisting the threads, 
each of which ends in a bobbin. Lace two 
inches wide, requires two or three hundred 
bobbins. A piece six Inches nas sometimes 
as many as a thousand. The thread is 
spun from the best Brabant flax, in damp 
dark cellars, whose one ray of light falls 
on the spinner’s hand, As the lace is never 
washed before it is sold, the most ex- 
quisite neatness: is observed in every- 
thing connected with it. Still as months are 
consumed in making very handsome pieces, 
the work turns dingy in spite of the lace 
workers’ best efforts. To remody that: it 
is etimes dusted with white lead in 
powder. and turns dark at contact with 
gas or sulphur, in a way to exasperate ithe

For The Constitution. 

The cool October mornings are bracing to 
old folks; they make me feel good and I 
catch myself lIcoking over the fle:ds and 
listening: for such sounds as—. : 


Had a dog his name was Z'on, 
Here Rattler, here, here! 

Run a track as cold as iron, 
Here Rattler, here, here! 


The young genezation can’t see anything 
in such as this, but if they will ask the 
old fathers and grandfathers they will more 
‘than apt see the old men’s feet begin to 
pat time as their memories tly back to 
past days and better times than will ever 
be known by the young of today. 

This is the season for the gathering in 
of the fruits of the farmer's industry, ani 
all of us should be inspired with happy 
thoughts, but to old men there is nothing 
in the gathering in of crops in this day to 
give us the good feeling that such occa- 
sions gave in the days before the war. 
The negroes don’t sing as they used to 
sing, the dogs don’t bark as they used to 
bark and hearts are not so light and free 
as they used to be. The old-time negro, I 
think, can understand better than any of 
us that the price of liberty is heavy respon- 
sibilities and anxious cares that chill the 
heart and crowd the music from the soul. 
When the old-time negro sang— 


“Oh, Emma, dear, dear Emma, 
From the Mississippi vale, 

In all this wide world over 
There’s none like Emma Dale,” 


there was a pathos and a volume that we 
will never have again—negroes who sang 
as the old-timers sang were rever fit for 
treason, never thought of stratagem. 

Me and Brown must be excused for 
dwelling upon old-time things when the 
leaves are turning yellow and the crops 
are gathering in. This is a striking remind- 
er to the old of the sweet things past and 
the sad things present. Corn used to be 
gathered in a spirit of frolic and the cot- 
ton fields were interspersed with a plenty 
of pleasant things to keep the back from 
aching and divert the mind from thoughts 
of labor. To ses an old-¢!me negro run up 
on a watermelon preserved in the grass 
by some stump, see him burst it open on 
his knee and scoop it out with kis hand 
and* watch the broad smile on his face— 
this was enouzh to divert the mind from 
thoughts of labor and fiil the fields wiih 
cheer. Such a scene could never happen 
now. If there were any melons hid in 
the grass as there used to be the old-tims 
negro could not be found. The negro of 
today would scorn to use his knee for 
such a purpose and would never us2 his 
hend to scocp out the meat. There is too 
much dignity in mocern days without tho 
hope of happy times just ahead. Corn 
shuckings are doubtful now and when they 
do come they lack much of being what they 
used to be. I do wish that upon these O2- 
tober mornings I could see the youthful 
start for the fields with a hop, skip and a 
jump, yelling with all their might as they 
used to yell: 


“Oh, don’t you hear old Rattler comin’? 
Here Rattler, here, here! 

Oh, don’t you hear old Ra'!tler runnin’? 
Here, Rattler, here, here!’ 


The most of young people will turn un 
their noses at such as this. They had rath- 
er sing something about John L., or Cor. 
bett, or Fitzsimmons. Yesterday I heard 
a small boy singing something about Jesse 
James. I tried to catch it, but I doubt if 
I succeeded:

They have laid Jesse James in his grave 
Robert Ford caught his eye 
And shot him on the sly, 

And they’ve laid Jesse James in his grave.”’ 


This little boy of yesterday threw just 
as much feeling into his song as he couid 
and looked as if his whole heart went 
out to *‘poor Jesse.’’ it is my opinion that 
it would have been much better for that 
boy had be been yelling—

agree with me tiiat their sons had better 
be romping over the fields with the dogs 
after rabdits than reading books of the 
Jesse James order. In my young days 
every Doy had his coon and ’possum dog. 
These dogs would stick their heads in the 
pots occasionally, 1f the cooks got the lcaSt 
5 ta but a good rap with the fire- 
s cross the dog’s back satisfied every- 
thing and the boys kept on hunting and 
yelling and romping. In old times there 
were generally three or four of these dogs 
on every farm and it was a common say- 
ing in those days that where there were 
agogs to bark ani boys to whistle there 
would be found a cheerful home. 

I can’t help from’ feeling sorry for a 
generation who boast of a “progress” and 
that ‘“‘progress’’ has none of the elements to 
fasten upon the heart a sweetness that will 
cheer oM ege and make the past a pleas- 
ant memory. Last week I saw in The 
Constitution where John Ataway was at the 
Kimball. I went there to see ‘him, but he 
was gone, gone back to north Georgia some- 
where, where I understand they call him 
“professor.””’ He was no “professor’ with 
me. 1 only remembered him as John and one 
of the best boys of Griffin. It had been 
many years since I had heard of John, but 
SO £@0n as i neard the name a flood of 
happy memories filled my heart. His old

“Sim,’’ were remembered and loved 
along with their master, and his good 
tather and brothers and sisters were re- 
membered, and when his good mother died 
was remembered, but every t:me my memvo- 
ry would return To the dogs and wur nunis 
together.

‘Boys ‘Who Pick Up Pennies About the 

: Stage Entrance. 

Whenever a great show employing horses 
is going on in New York a regiment of 
boys, some in rags and tatters, others re- 
epectably. dressed, hang eagerly about the 
stage entrance, 

The first time I noticed this I thought it 
Was the usual crowd of penniless lads wait- 
ing..gome sly or stolen peep at the show, 
but they displayed little effort to further 
any suéh. plahs. They gathered at the side 
entrance of the theater and were tolerated 
by the police and doorkeeper, generally very 
quarrelsome persons. 

“These boys?’’ said the doorkeeper. “Why, 
they ride the horses from the stable to ev- 
ery performance and are now waiting for 
their charges to come out of the theater. 

“This is a regular profession among these 
little scamps,"’ he went on, ‘‘who are known 
as the ‘horse riders' everywhere. They are 
given two pennies to ride the horse from 
the stable to the theater and a couple of 
cents for the ride back. Most of them sell 
newepapers during the day and spend their 
evenings this way. The pleasure of pranc- 
ing the horse all the evening is delight 
enough for them. I think they would still 
beg for places, even if the pay should stop.” 

In New York, where shows run for months, 
the contract to ride the horses is not one 
to be despised, as with eight performances 
a week, including matinees, their revenue 
is 32 cents a week—all extra work. Their 
great possibilities are when Barnum’s big 
circus comes to the Madison Square garden, 
for then 100 of the trade find employment. 

These little horse riders are reveling just 
now in “Shenandoah,” a geat war play at 
the Academy of Music. It is an affair that 
.delights their souls, being full of cavalry- 
men and cannon and-~ war cries. Every 
night at 8 o’clock the riders call at the 
stables up town and canter in full parade 
‘down Madison avenue as proudly as the 
*Sventh regiment. When they arrive atthe 
theater they remain on’ the horses’ backs 
‘until\the intermission just before the big 
act, when thirty or forty horses are used 
in the scene where Sheridan’s army retreats 
and then rallies as Sheridan and his cav- 
‘alry come across the stage at full tilt to 
save. .the day. 

During this intermission the boys ride 
‘into the back of the stage and put the 
horses into the stalls. 

These boys all know “Shenandoah,” and 
have named the horses they ride after 
generals. 

Each boy picks out his own horse and 
sticks to his favorite through -the play. 
They have, as I said, named them after 
the generals, and one can hear them as 
they ride by exclaiming, ‘‘Sheridan, what's 
the matter with your maine, old chap?’ 
r “Longstreet, if you can’t kéep up with 
General Lee or Stonewall Jackson I'll give 
you a dose of ‘lightning liniment’ when you 
get back to the stable,’ etc. They never 
think of calling them by other than their 
war names, and the horses know their lit- 
tle ragged riders as well as they do the 
blue-coated cavalrymen who dash across 
the stage on their backs while the band 
plays “John Brown’s Body” and the audi- 
ence yell and hurrah and wave handker- 
chiefs. 

And some day—who krows?—some of these 
boys may turn out great actors, as two 
French tragedians have done, who once sold 
papers in the foyers.

The little Louis never knew what fun 
was from a boy standpoint; tis babyhood 
was made wp of formality, elegance and

He set the pace to his little French sub- 
politeness; inheriting «the most 
stately courtesy from his beautiful Spanish 
mother, he added to it a polish and glitter 
that has made his name famous as a master 
of etiquette. 

No gay rides or swims, or meeting the 
common people, as his English cousin, 
Prince Charley did. Prime ministers, car- 
dinals, dukes and princes talked to him 
and surrounded him jealously. But he 
probably would have had elaborate, showy 


manners, anyway, his disposition being 
formal and exacting of the courtesy due 
him. 


When he had been christened on his fifth 
year, with great state, in the chapel of the 
palace, his mother carried him into the 
room where his father, Louis XIil was 
dying. “Well, what is your savage his 
father, the king, asked, 

“Louis XIV," the little jane. promptly 
replied. 

“Oh, not yet, not yet, my son.’ 

But he was king in a few , Al for his 
father’s crown descended on him, and the 
stately little tot was the ruler of a great 
nation, 

His first act of state was to receive the 
oaths of allegiance from his ‘people. This 
he did, sitting in regal state on the throne, 
with a royal violet robe on and superb 
crown jewels. Sitting in front of him on 


Louis XIV, 
the steps was another little boy, the Count

de Guiche. Both the little chaps behaved 
like grown up men. 

The infant circle that little Louis gath- 
ered about him was famous as the most 
brilliant court of children ever assembled. 
He lived in the Palais Royal, which cost 
something over $1,000,000 to build, and oc- 
cupied the apartments that had served the 
great Cardinal Richelieu. The most mag- 
nicent furniture and tapestry was placed 
there for his use, and he held his house- 
hold in splendor there. A cardinal super- 
intended his education; he had also his gov- 
ernor, his preceptor and his valet de cham- 
bre. The Marchioness de Senecey and 
other women of high position told him fairy 
tales to put him to sleep, and looked after 
all the frills and ornaments and velvets 
he wore. He developed early an abnormal 
fondness for two things, history and mili- 
tary exercises. This was a signal for his 
after life, for he was noted for knowledge 
of kingly and political affairs and for con- 
trolling some of the greatest generals, who 
conquered for him vast territories. 

This love for. military maneuvers per- 
suaded him to gather in his palace a young 
regiment of boys.

All this extravagant elegance did not 
tend (>) weaken the character of the young 
king, as Cardinal Mazarin, who wanted to 
rule the nation through a weak king, hoped 
it would. The cardinal even had t.@ his- 
torice! readings stopped, for their influence 
was too dangerous for his game. He would 
not let him ve taught anything of service, 
and when he was seven years old, though 
he was muscvlar and tall, he kfiew nothing 
of mental instruction.

Bicycles Run by Hand.. 


The principal criticism of bicycle riding 
is that it exercises only the legs an@ does 
not produce the desired development of the 
arms and chest. Further, that its effect 
on the back and chest is positively harmful 
—a proposition which those who have no- 
ticed the attitude of habitual “scorchers” 
will not be disposed to deny. 

The humpback attitude is conceded by all 
to be ungraceful and pernicious in its ef- 
fect, but the added speed acquired by as- 
suming this position affords sufficient rea- 
son in the eyes of many young men for dis- 
regarding all other considerations. A 
Frenchman, however, has just added an at- 
tachment to the wheel which promises to 
remove this temptation, as it provides for 
utilizing both arms and legs as a means of 
propulsion. The arrangement is simp!e, 
and, therefore, promising. It 4s called the 
“Quadrimotive O’Keenan.”’ To an ordinary 
bicycle a second chain is attached. This 
chain unites two pinions; one is on the axis 
of the propelling wheel, the other is placed 
on a support fastened to the handle bar. 
Two handles, easily brought into play, 
work the contrivance. 


Liquids in Equilibrium. 

Here is an interesting feat of color-blend- 
irg which can be performed at the dinner 
table, where usually all the ingredients can 
be found. A tall, narrow stem glass is the 
best. Four funnels are made of cardboard 
after the pattern shown in the sketch, the | 
ends being turned over so as to forin @ 
spout-like arrangement. 

The first liquid which is poured into the... 
glass is cold black coffee, well. sweetened. 
After this the funnels are used. A like 
quantity of water comes next, which is 
poured through a funnel, the bended edgé 
of which is held close to the edge of the 
glass. For third claret is used, olive oil for 
the fourth and alcohol last. All the liquids 
are poured in as described through the sep- 
arate funnels. Each of these liquids floats 
on top of the other, for each is specificaily 
lighter in weight than the preceding one. 
The liquids will remain in repose as long as 
the glass is not moved. The secret lies in 
the careful pouring in of the liquids through 
the paper funnels.

Clever Boy May Accomplish. 


The boy who is able to perform a few 
tricks in legerdemain has the means of 
furnishing an exceedingly interesting enter- 
tainment, while the time devoted to learn- 
ing them might easily be spent in some 
less profitable manner, Among the various 
implements for sleight of hand tricks none 
have been so common as’ carde. The first 
two rudiments to be learned In handling 
them are “palming’- and “making the 
pass.” The first consists in concealing a 
card in the palm by simply pressing to- 
gether the fleshy part of the thumb and 
several fingers. 

Making the “pass” is a technical term for 
shifting the top or bottom card to any 
place in the deck. A very celebrated one, 
used by all professional card men is the 
“Charlier” pass. The cards are taken in 
the left hand, held by the tips of the second 
and third fingers and thumb. The lower 
half of the pack, by a slakening of the 
pressure of the thumb, falls loose on the 
hand. The first finger lifts the outer edge 
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The Construction of the Post in a Cabinet. 


of the lower packet until it reaches the ball 
of the thumb. The second and third fin- 
gers now relax their pressure, thereby al- 
lowing the outer edge of upper packet to 
pass the edge of the lower packet and to Co- 
alesce. This seems difficult, but it is not. 
Card men can make the pass sixty times a 
minute, 

, Card Trick. 

There are a great many methods of iden- 
tifying a chosen card. The most simple 
method is the followtng: Invite some one 
to draw a card... While he is examining it, 
press the cards together so as to make one 
end of them concave. Offer the pack that 
the card may be replaced. No matter how 
much the pack be shuffied you can detect 
the card, for it will be flat, while the re- 
mainder show a curved line at one end. A 
slight pressure on the opposite direction will 
make all straight again. Here is a very in- 
genuious way of finding a card at the sec- 
Tell any one to draw a card. 


him to place his card on top. Pretend to 
make a great shuffling, but only turn that 
card with its back to the others, still keep- 
ing it on top. Hold up the cards with their 
faces toward the spectator and ask him if 
the bottom card is his. While doing so 
inspect his card at liesure. He, of course, 
denies it, and you begin shuffling again. He 
will probably ask to shuffle them himself— 
exactly what you want, since you know 
what the card is. Take back the cards, 
shuffle them until you get it at the bottom 
and show him the card. 

To call the cards out of the pack requires 
palming, and, if well done, is a puzzler. 
Throw the cards on the table, faces down. 
Spread them out and tell a spectator as 
you name a card for him to touch one, 
which you take up. First name the ace of 
diamonds. This card you have previously 
concealed in your left hand. He touches a 
card which you take up without showing 
the face of*it. This may he the four of 
hearts. Put it into your left hand on the 
ace of diamonds, covering the latter. Now 
call for the four of hearts. He touches 
another card, maybe the two of clubs, 
which you call for as before. Continue 
until six cards are drawn. Then substitute 
the last drawn card, which is a wrong one 
of course, for the ace of diamonds, or con- 
ceal it in the palm of your hand. Strew 
thern on the table and while they are look- 
ing at them make way with the one in your 
left hand. A good plan is to tell them to 
write down the names of the cards as you 
call them out so there may be no mistake. 

Palming Coins, 


‘Many clever tricks can be done ‘with 
coins. Palming here is even more neces- 
sary than with cards. A very common way 


of palming a coin is by the ‘jerk back.’’ 
Place the coin between the second finger 
and thumb of the right hand, and holding 
open the left hand four or five inches bhbe- 
low it, throw the coin with some force into 
the palm of the left hand. It should fall 
flat with an audible smack. At the same 
moment the left hand makes a quick up- 
ward movement to the extent of an inch, 
thereby jerking the coin back into the palm 
of the right hand, which closes just enough 
to retain it. 

Robert Honain, the prince of magicians, 
gives the following method of making two 
coins pass from one hat to another. The 
coins are first shown in the right hand 
and then appare vty transferred to the left. 
but. really paimed in the right. The per- 
former takes up with the same hand one of 
the hats and shows that it is empty, in 
so doing laying the coins flat against the 
lining. While holding this first hat he 
makes believe to drop the coins from the 
left hand into the second hat, in reality 
dropping them from the right hand into the 
first hat. The spectators hear the sounds 
and see the left hand, in which they sup- 
posed the coins to be, brought up empty. 
The keenest ear cannot be certain from

After thts you mutter some mystic words 


and the coins “pass.” 


To Turn Ink Into Water. 

Take a vase with black silk lining, pour it 
full of waten With a ladle which has a 
hollow handle ang an outlet into the bowl 
dip out from the vase. The handle of the 
ladje holds about a spoonful of ink. When 
the ladle is thrust into the vase the ink 
runs out and colors the ladle of water. 
You offer this for inspection. Then, throw- 
ing a handkerchief over the vase, pretend to 
be invoking the powers, but in ‘reality grasp- 
ing the black silk lining, which you pull 
out with the handerchief and display to the 
astonished spectators a vase of pure water. 
This is really a very excellent trick and is 
much used by the experts. Another illusion 
which causes much laughter is that of bor- 
rowing a high hat from some one and ap- 
parently thrusting your finger through it. 
For this purpose make a wax finger on a 
cork body colored like life. Insert a sharp 
needle in the hinder end of it. Palm the 
whole thing in your left hand. While pre- 
tending to discover some hole from the in- 
side thrust the needle through from the out- 
side.

At the same moment pull the right arm 
away with a jerk, as though the finger 
were rather tight in the hole. The feat of 
catching a cannon ball might also be in- 
cluded under this head, as it is really a 
sleight of hand. The trick lies in the load- 
ing. The performer places a ball in the 
mouth-of the cannon, but instead of leaving 
it there he allows it to roll out again 
through the ramrod, which is hollow. He 
then conceals it about his clothes, and 
when the cannon is shot off with great com- 
bustion of powder he appears with the ball 
in his hand or lying at his feet. A trick 
which, for a long time has been the object 
of much curiosity is the ‘‘cabinet trick.”” A 
cabinet is brought on the stage, having 
three solid sides and a front door. An as- 
sistant is put inside and his hands are tied 
with a seal to an upright post. Soon as the 
door is closed hands are seen waving and 
the assistant’s coat comes flying out. Im- 
mediately the door is opened and everything 
is found in statu quo. The illustration ex-

plains this very clearly. The cabinet is sol- 
id in every particular except the middle 
post, which drops with a spring when. the 
door closes. This frees the assistant’s arms 
and he rapidly performs the various feats, 
replaces his arms and signals that he is 
ready.

Mark Twain, Bill Nye, The Texas Sift- 
ings, and in fact many wits of our western 
experience, have paid their humorous re- 
spects to the energetic cquine, known as 
the “bronco.” 

Fun has been poked at his pitchings, his 
lunges laughed at, and his antics under the 
persistent cowboy have been, by inexper!- 
enced “tenderfoot,” ofttimes proncunced a 
fraud. This is because they who have 
made this charge know nothing of the na- 
ture of the “‘bronco,"’ and are not familiar 
with his early life and training.

Bucking Bronco. 


The idea that the tough little horse we 
see trying to dislodge his rider is a trained 
trickster, taught to make the vices of his 
race a cause of laughter for thoughtless 
persons, has gained a foothold in the pub- 
lic. mind, because they see him making 
lunges for liberty, day after day in some 
wild west exhibition. 

Those who know the “bronco’”’ know why 
he bucks; they know that he is In this man- 
ner protesting against a condition he finds 
himself confronted with, and against 
which he inaugurates active rebellion. 

From whenee comes this horse, and why 
he so vigorously objects to serving as a 
beast of burden, no one to my knowledge 
has yet attempted to tell; and if any 
apologies have been offered for the out- 
lawry of the “bronco,” these also have 
escaped my notice. 

The “bronco” is a pioneer. In his veins 
flow the blood of an ancestry on the backs 
of which weré borne the Spanish invaders, 
who, centuries ago, subjugated the people 
of the gentle Montezuma and conquered 
the sun-kissed valleys of the southland. 

Escaping from their Castilian masters, 
on the broad ‘“‘pampas” of Texas, in the 
kindly vales of New Mexico and Arizona, 
the ancestors of the ‘“‘bronco’’ multiplied 
into limitless herds of wild horses. 

From these ownerless herds the Indian 
made captives and became a beggar on 
horseback. By the privations the wild 
horse endured with their savage captors, 
who took them into a more northerly cli- 
mate, they became the hardy, compact In- 
dian pony. 

On the plains of Texas they were known 
as “mustangs,” while under the Kindly 
skies and fed on the nutritious grasses of 
the. far Pacific valleys, they grew to be 
‘the bony, loose-jointed, tireless ‘‘cayuse’’ 
of the coast region. 

“Bronco” is a Spanish word, and signifies 
rough. ‘‘Bronco caballo,” rough horse. 

These wild horses years ago, by capture, 

became the property of the stockman who 
had invaded the region where they roamed 
free. 
These wild horses were inbred with the 
hardy horse on the backs of which the 
hunter, trapper, soldier and stockman had 
been carried into their country, and the re- 
sult was the bronco of today. 

Until he is four or five years old he 
roams as free-footed and halterless as did 
his wild ancestors; he is-foaled on the 
boundless prairie; he has a colthood as un- 
restrained as the antelope that shares his 
range. Sumuiner and winter he feeds on the 
sweet grasses, drinks the pure water that 
comes roaring and murmuring down from 
the eternal snows of the ice-capped peaks of 
the Rockies; his tough sinews strengthen 
and his great lungs distend like a bellows 
with the draughts of pure air he drinks. 
He has probably never seen a man on foot 
in his life. 

But a day comes when some cowboy says: 
‘Tl guess I might as well ride that fellow.’’ 
Then the young “bronco” finds he is pur- 
sued by a band of yelling, rope-throwing 
cow punchers. He finds his tee: inexirica- 
‘bly entangled in rope fetters, or th2 cruel 
thongs choking him into oblivion. 

When he regains his feet he finds strange 
trappings fastened to him; a yelling, steel- 
heeled cowboy astride of him; frantic with 
‘fright he makes the best fight for freedom 

e knows how. He rears, he plunges, he 
pitches, he runs, and he jumps stiff-legzed 
‘in -heroic efforts to dislodge his yelling 
rider. Sometimes he succeeds, but far 
oftener the strong hand, firm seat and the 
iron bit gains the victory. ° 

But the spirited “bronco” fights again and 
again, if he ever quits depends on his spir- 
jit, his temper and the han@ling he receives. 
As a rule ho friendly glance, no soothing 
voice, no caressing hand, no sugar-laden 
palm is extended to the pony of the plains; 
‘but in battle royal, with rasping rope, tight- 
ening ‘‘sinch,”’ cruel bit and wicked spur, 
his fate is unconditional surrender, or eM 
to the death.

of the State Convention. 


BAYS PARTY STRENGTH 1S DORMANT 


Taiks with Other Leading Democrats~A 
Saie Majority in the Ninth—Other 
Political Gossip. 


Govoernor-clect W. Y. Atkinson was in the 


.@eky yesterday. 


He spent most of the day at the state 
capitol conversing with the statehouse offi- 
cers over the recent election and was in 
good spirits at tne result. 

“The democfatic ticket will count. fully 
twenty or thirty thousand majority over 
the populists,”’ said he. “I have no doubt 
of this in the world, I believe the majority 
will show up more than is indicated by the 
partial reports that have been sent out from 
remote districts to the newspapers.”’ 

“Were you expecting a greater majority 
than is shown?” was asked. 

“Oh yes, the majority might have been 
greater and would have been greater but 
for the fact that the boys were not suffi- 
clently scared. Democrats all over the state 
—true and loyal democratg who will ever be 
found at their posts in time of need—stay- 
ed at home in this election because they 
did not feel sufficiently the necessity of go- 
ing out. They thought the straight ticket 
would go through so safely that their votes 
were not necessary. I know this to be a 
fact. I know there was a good deal of apa- 
thy around in the state among the demo- 
crats, while the populists were straining 
every nerve and making the hardest fight 
they could possibly make. 

“It was in this way that the populists 
showed up so well against democracy. Il 
know what I’m talking about and I know 
that there was not near the feeling of fear 
among the democrats this time as crarac- 
terized their fight two years ago against 
populism.” 

Colonel Atkinson was asked what he 
thought was the cause of the everconfidence 
of the democrats. 

Democrats Over Confident. 

“Well, it was a reasonable presumption 
for the democrats of Georgia to feel safe 
in the election, and as it was no national 
election there was really no need for an 
outlay of much exertion on their part. They 
knew the straight democratic ticket would 
go through all right and that was about all 
they cared for. Next time the boys will wake 
up and shake off their feeling of too much 
confidence. I believe the democratic major- 
fies in the several congressional districts 
will be all right. I believe they will be 
such as will give populism a severe blow, 
for I do not think the majority given the 
democratic ticket this time throughout the 
state shows up the democratic vote of the 
state at all asit can be shown. It is my be- 
lief, however, that in consideration of the 
confidence that was felt by the @emocrats 
of Georgia the party has shown up very 
well. There is nothing to complain at un- 
ger the circumstances. 

Dangerous Dickering. 

“There was one thing in the campaign 
that ought rot to have happened,’’ resum- 
ed Colonel Atkinson, “and that was the di- 
vision that was stirred up over the silver 
question. The state dernocracy ought to 
subserve the .declarations of the party in 
the convention, and when the state demo- 
cratic convention was held and the party 
set forth its principles in the platform that 
was framed, all Gemocrats should have 
knuckled to that platform. Some of them 
didn’t knuckle. Many speeches were made 
here and there about the state in support of 
a single gold standard, going directly 
against the utterances of the party in con- 
vention assembled. 

“If there was anything in plain words in 
the state democratic platform it was the 
piedge of hope to the masses for the free 
coinage of silver. And yet, during the cam- 
paign there were speeches and speeches by 
this man and that, directly against favor- 
able legislation in this direction. 

“In this way it was easy for the demo- 
cratic voters to get all mystified and 
doubtful. There must be in all party or- 
ganization some head and that head, ac- 
cording to my idea, is the convention of the 
party. Every speaker, every worker, ought 
to ‘nave fallen right into line on the state- 
ments and pledges of the state democratic 
convention and fought it out on that line. 
Instead of this, one man would get up and 
speak for the free coinage of silver, and 
another would make a speech that would 
have put to shame the most rabid goldbug. 
lt was wrong. Too much personal ambition 
was thrown into the campaign by some of 
these spéakers—ambition that did not stop 
short of stirring up strife on a question that 
had been positively settled by the state 
democracy in the convention, 

“Too much condemnation cannot be ex- 
pressed in words of such methods.” 

Colonel Atkinson was told that the report

“Nothing could have been more false,” 
gaid Colonel Atkinson, promptly.

HER BRAINS BEATEN OCT. , 


A Brutal Murder Near Irvine, Ky., 


Yesterday. 

Irvine,, ,Ky., October 6.—Mrs. Wyley 
White, who lived about six miles west of 
this place, was brutally murdered this af- 
ternoon about 1 o’clock near her home. 
Mrs. White had been to Fairville, a dis 
tance of about two miles, to do some 
shopping, and was returning home by a 
path that led through the woods. She 
was met by some one unknown and beat- 
en to death with a club. Her brains were 
beaten out, and her clothing considerably 
torn. It is thought to have been an at- 
tempt at outrage. There were indications 
that she had made a desperate struggle 
for her life. The people are hunting the 
murderer, and, if caught, he will be lynched. 
Mrs. White was about thirty years old, and 
leaves four children. 


Page Was Acgquitted. 

Fort Worth, Tex., October 6.—The jury in 
the R. M. Page murder trial rendered a ver- 
dict late tonight acquitting the defendant 
on the charge of murdering A. B. Smith 
April 13th * last. Page was president 
and Smith was cashier of the Merchants 
National bank, which went jnto liquidation, 
and the murder of Smith was the outgrowth 
of the bank's difficulties. Page estimates his 
wealth near the million mark and there are 
rumors that his wealth cleared him of the 
charge of murder. Smith, the dead banker, 
was quite a prominent man and stood high 
in Masonry, which crder took deep interest 
in prosecuting his slayer. There is expressed 
ve little indfgnation over the verdict of the 
ury. 


Death of Chief Mamea. 

Washington, October 6.—The department 
of state has received advices dated Septem- 
ber 12th, ‘from’ Consul General James H. 
Mulligan, who recently arrived at his post 
at Apia, Samoa, announcing the death of 
High Chief Mamea of Lefagu, which oc- 
curred after a very brief illness, on Septem. 
ber Sth, in Apia, where he had resided dur- 
ing the recent troubles, Mamea played a 
corspicuous part in the history of Samoa, 
He was the Samoan plenipotentiary to 
Washington in 1878, when he ‘concluded, 
with Secretary Evarts, the treaty of friend- 
ship and commerce. between the United 
States and Samoa, under which the rights 
of the United States to Pago Pago harbor 
were secured and guaranteed. 


McPherson Will Take a Rest. 


Newark, N: J:, October 6.—Senator Mc- 
Pherson has decided not to be a candidate 
for re-election to the United States senate. 
In a letter to Hon. Moses Bigelow, under 
date of New York, October 2d, Senator Mc-

say, however, that he must not be consider- 
ed a candidate for a fourth term in the 
senate.

Birmingham Wants the Capitol. 

Montgomery, Ala., October 6.—(Special.)— 
A bill is being prepared for introduction 
into the legislature next month to remove 
the capital of Alabama from this city to 
Birmingham. An !mpression has long pre- 
vailed in the state that the deed of the capi- 
tol grounds to the state contained a pro- 
vision that should the seat of government 
ibe removed from here the property, to- 
gether with all improvements, sheuld re- 
vert to the grantor. A legislator has re- 
cently discovered, by consulting the 
records, that such is not the case—that the 
state has an absolutely indefeasible title 
to the property, and he has, accordingly, de- 
termined to present the bill to the people's 
representatives as stated. In a quiet way 
he has felt the pulse of some prominent 
members of the legislature and is much 


encouraged. 

When Birmingham was first laid off the 
prettiest square in the city was set apart 
for the capital and it has been held sacred 
to that purpose ever since. 

The projector of the removal enterprise 
is operating on the supposition that Birm- 
ingham will build a fine capitol on Capitol 
square—one that will be a credit to the 
great state of Alabama. He facctiously 
suggests that the old capitol building here 
could be converted to the uses of a home 
for indigent and disabled: politicians.

Her father and mother, who 
were present, tried to dissuade her, but 
she declared that she would nut disappoint 
ner hundreds of old friends, and the bailoon 
Was released from its moorings. 

At a height of about 1,500 feet the crowd 
below observed that Miss von Dressden was 
preparing to make her parachute jump. 
She appeared at the side of the basket, try- 
ing to unfasten the parachute, which was 
attached to the balloon, In some way. 
not clear to those below, she lost her hold 
of both the balloon and the parachute, und 
her body came whirling to the ground. 
The body struck within the fair grounds 
and was imbedded nearly a foot in the 
ground. 

The girl was dead when the people reached 
her. Her father and mother were aniong 
the first to reach the body and their dem- 
onstratfions were heartrending.

The Evidence in the Express Robbery 
Case Is Strong Against Him. 
‘Nashville, Tenn., October 6.—(Special.)— 
The evidence in the express robbery case 
was damaging to the defendants again to- 
day. After Secretary Seward, of the Ad- 
ams Express Company, had identified the 
articles of agreement of the Adams Ex- 
press Company, Mrs. D. «. Brenner, wife 
of the Louisville seal maker, tesfified as to 
the order and 4¢livery or the seal with 
which the rifled packages were sealed up 
after being looted. A man named Taylor 
ordered it, and it was delivered the same 
day. She partially identified the defendant 
Taylor as the man, but’could not say posi- 
tively. The man had a defective eye, said 
he had some work at Elrod’s gallery, and

H. M. Beard testified to making the seal! 
A. H. Bratchey, route agent of the Adams 
Express Company, testified that Elrod se- 
cured the position of messenger for Hardin. 
and wrote him a letter of recommendation 
on November 27th. Hardin tallied 105 pieces 
of freight between Cincinnati and Louis- 
ville, but tallied none between Louisville 
and Nashville, making this note on the 
tally sheet: ‘Car too full to taliy.

In case the demo- 
crats nominate Colonel Young the latter’s 
Silver proclivities will attract the support 
of the populists of this district, wno have 
not yet put out a ticket and who may thus 
be reclaimed to the fold from which they 
strayed. But if Mr. Patterson receives the 
nomination these populists are apt to put 
up’ a ticket of their own. sAt any rate their 
strength will be withdrawn from the demo- 
cratic ticket, and if it is thrown to the

New York, October 6.—The uncertainty 


. Fegarding the democratic ticket in this state 


has at length been removed and the follow- 


ing ticket will take the field in the coming 


election: 

For governor, David B. Hill, of Elmira; 
for lieutenant governor, Daniel Lockwood, 
of Buffalo; court of appeals judge, Charles 
F. Brown, of Newburg. 

This result was accomplished after a con- 
ference lasting all day, in which the mem- 
bers of the state committee, Senator Hill 
and the leaders of the party from all over 
the state participated. 

Nearly all of the members of the demo- 
cratic state committee assembled at the 
state headquarters at the Park Avenue 
hotel at 11 o’clock today. They found very 
little to do, however, but wait, as the 
leaders of the party were holding a con- 
ference in the hotel in regard to the filling 
of the third place on the ticket. The com- 


‘mittee finally adjourned until 4 o’clock. 


Shortly before 5 o’clock, at which hour 
the state committee was again in session, 
Lieutenant Governor Sheehan announced 
that the committee would nominate Judge 
Charles F. Brown, of Newburg, for judge 
of the court of appeals. This was the re- 
sult of the all-day conference between the 


leaders. The committee went into session 
at 5 o’clock and at 5:30 o’clock it finished 
its labors. It was then announced that 
Judge Charles F. Brown had been unani- 
mously nominated for the vacant place on 
the ticket. ' 

Then the notification committee, headed 
by Major Hinckley, chairman of the state 
committee, proceeded upstairs to notify 
Senator Hill and Mr. Lockwood of their 
nominations.

TROOPS FOR CHINA. 


Preparations Are Being Made to Send 
10,000 English Soldiers There. 


MISSIONARIES ARE TO BE PROTECTED

* Britain in the Move. 


THE CZAR IS NOT DANGEROUSLY ILL 


In the Ordinary Course of Events He 
Should Live for Several Years. 
Healey is Fighting McCarthy. 


London, October 6.—It can be stated on 
authority that the developments of the 
past week in eastern affairs will lead to 
concerted action on the part of the European 
powers. On Monday last, Mr. N. R. 
O’Connor, the British minister at Peking, 
warned the foreign office by cable that 
the condition of affairs in China was such 
that the government was not able to guar- 
antee protection to the foreign residents 
at the treaty ports, and the missionaries 
in the interior of the country. The min- 
ister in the same dispatch stated that the 
Chinese imperial council was disorganized, 
and that the collapse of the government 
was not looked upon as an impossibility, 
and advised that instant action be taken 
for the protection of the lives and property 
of British subjects in China. 

The substance of this dispatch was at 
once communicated by Lord Rosebery to 
the governments of France, Russia and 
Germany, with the suggestion that the 
powers co-operate in increasing the guards 
at the treaty ports and in measures for 
the protection of the missionaries. 

When the cabinet met on Thursday, 
friendly responses from all three of the 
powers named had been received, and 
these so thoroughly cleared up the situa- 
tion as to enable the ministers to give the 
premier and the earl of Kimberly, secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs, a free 
hand to take whatever steps in the matter 
they might @spsider necessary. No ques- 
tion of intervention between Japan and 
China has afisen, however. 

It is reported that preparations are be- 
ing made to send 10,000 troops to occupy 
the leading treaty ports, and if the pres- 
ent intention is carried out, parliament on 
reassembling will be asked to grant a 
credit of £4,000,000 to cover the expenses of 
the expedition. 

The offers of mediation between China 
and Japan are all widely divergent. ‘rhe 
truth of the matter is that it is the gen. 
eral belief in official circles that-the mem- 
bers of the cabinet are unanimously against 
any foreign interference, and, so far as 
Great Britain is concerned, favor allowing 
the Japanese to reap the full fruits of 
their viciory, unless, of course, they seek 
to injure the commercial interests of Eu- 
rope./ 

Missionnries to Be Protected.

there is no more cause for fear of ill- 
treatment than usually exists. The so- 
mety which operates these stations, also 
has four stations in he province of Pe- 
Chi-Li, in which province Peking is situat- 
ed, and these four stations employ 614 mis- 
sionaries, no one of whom, so far as 
known, is preparing to retreat. The same 
may be said of the Catholic missicnaries, 
who, in numbers, are largely in excess of 
the Protestant missionaries. 

In New-Chwang and Moukden, which are 
near the center of the district where the 
war is now being carried on, there are 
stationed twenty-three Catholic and sev- 
enteen Protestant missionaries. The latest 
mail advices received from 
state that the churches and houses of na- 
tive converts have been pillaged and burn- 
ed, but that the foreign residents have 
meanwhile remained unharmed. ° po- 
sition of affairs debars the admiralty from 
sending explicit orders how to dispose of 
the vessels covering the ports, but Vice 
Admiral Freemantie will station gunboats 
at Che-Foo, Ichang and Hankow and also 
at the furthest inland port, Chun-Kong. 
At Shanghai the Indo-European police force 
will be increased on representations made 
by British shippers tnere. 

The British governor at Hong-Kong re- 
cently asked the home government for 
a decision upon the question whether or 
not rice was to be contraband of war. 
The earl of Kimberly, secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, telegraphed a negative 
answer, and, the same time, warned 
the Japancse authorities of the refusal of 
the government to admit that rice was 
contraband. A settlement of this question 
was shirked during the Franco-Chinese 
troubles, and the decision now is against 
the interests of Japan. and will not tend 
to increase the friendliness of that nation 
towards FEng’and. 

Private advices to The Army and Navy 
Gazette explain away the Japanese charge 
that Vice Admiral Freemantle signaied 
to the Chinese the approach of the Japan- 
ese fieet. The British vessels, it is said, 
used their search lights in order to reveal 
their nationality and thus prevent an as- 
sault upon them by mistake. | 

Condition of the Czar. 

Queen Victoria réceives frequent reports 
on the condition of the czar and imparts 
the news freeiy to the court. A special 
courier arrived at Balmoral on Wednesday 
with autograph letters from the czar and 
ezarina. The sum cf the authentic news 
is that the czar ts suffering from granular 
contracted kidneys, with functional dis- 
order of the heart, occasional oppression 
of breathing and insomnia. He is not 
confined to bed, transacts necessary busi- 
ness and takes a moderate amount of ex- 
ercise, He has beén assured that his life 
will be prolonged a number of years, but 
that absolute frecovery is doubtful Al- 
though the reports that the czarowitz is to 
be made regent are declared to be without 
foundation, it Is possible that the physi- 
cians will insisf upon the czar’s abstaining 
for a certain period from all work.

A LARGE JAPANESE FLEET 


Seen by Chimese Entering the Gulf of 
Pechili. 

London, October 6.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai today says that the masters of 
several Chinese junks, which arrived at 
Che-Foo yesterday, report having sighted a 
large- fleet of Japanese transports, escort- 
ed by warships, Tuesday night. This Jap- 
anese fleet was then emtering the gulf 
fo Pedhili, and after steaming westward for 
some distance the course of the warships 
and transports was altered to about north- 
east. In all the Japanese fleet, warships 
and transports included, numbered about 
seventy Ships. Their presence in the gulf 
of Pechili has caused the  great- 
est excitement at Shanghai and elsewhere. 
In London it is believed that the Japanese 
fleet referred to as having been sighted is 
the expeditionary force, consisting of thir- 
ty thousand men, which left Hirchomnia, 
the Japanese headquarters, September 26th 
under sealed orders and under command of 
Field Marshal Count Oyama, who was the 
Japanese minister of war until, upon tak- 
ing command of the expeaition, he tempor- 
arily handed over the portfolio to the min- 
ister of marine, Count Shigo. This force is 
composed of the second Japanese army 
corps and was escorted by the second Jap- 
anese squadron. 

Chinese in Fall Retreat. 

A dispatch received at°New-Chwang gulf 
of Lao-Tion, says that the Chinese are in 
fuil retreat from Moukdenw, which is 
threatened by the advance of the Japanese 
troops from Corea. 

Japanese forces are said to have been 
landed near Possiet bay and not far from 
the Russian territory bordering on Corea 
and the Chinese province of Manchuria. 

Another report which reaches Lendon 
from Shanghai says that it is believed at 
the latter city that the Chinese forces 
have been summoned from that place in 
order to oppose the projected Japanese land- 
ing either in the gulf of Pechili or in the 
gulf of Loa-Tion. The Chinese have been 
hurriedly adding to the fortifications of 
New-Chwang in anticipation of a Japanese 
attack upon that port on landing in its 
neighborhood, 

Watching the Vessels. 

London, October 6.—A dispatch from 
Shanghai says that the Chinese warships 
stafioned off the Bogue forts in the Canton 
river have been instructed to exercise the 
utmost vigilance and to overhaul! any sus- 
picious vessel that arrives in the river, 

Native repoérts from the Corean frontier 
say that the Chinese have abandoned their 
position at Ngan and retired upon Keichan. 

There is a vague rumor that the Clhinesé 
officials contemplate totally biocking the 
Woo-Sung bar. 

The Chinese government has authorized 
a firm in Tien-Tsin to raise a loan of £19,- 
00.000. The sum of £1,000,000 nas already 
been placed privately. 


BUSY BODIES REBUKED. 


London Newspapers on the Letter of 
the Anti-Lyaching Committee. 
London, October 6.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette this aftrenoon, commenting upon the 
letter of the anti-lynching committee and 
the reply to it m:i®e by Governor Jones, of 
Alabama, says that the committee's letter 
was nothing short of impertinence, adding: 
“We are entirely in agreement with the 
snub administered in the governor's reply. 
Public opinion in America is enlightened 
and alert enough to deal with its own ad- 
ministrative abuses without the interfer. 
ence of the committee of irresponsible Eng- 
lish busybodies. We hope that the lesson 
will not be lost upon the Americans them- 
selves. No body of Americans has yet gone 
to the lengvta of addressing the lord lieu- 
tenant of Ireland or the chief secretary of 
Ireland, on the administration of law in 
Ireland, but resolutions and the like have 
passed which came perilously near the anti- 

lynching committee's impertinence.”’ 

The Times, in an editorial leader, says: 

“While we have little or no sympathy 
with the lynching, we have none with the 
anti-lynching committees who betray no 
consciousness of the magnitude and deiicacy 
of the problem in which they interfere. We 
shouid not be surprised if the committee's 
well-meant letter has the effect of multiply- 
ing the number of negroes hanged, shot or 
burned, not only in Alabama, but through- 
out the southern states. This would be a 
bitter stroke of irony but it is the fate that 
often etends fanaical anxiety to impose our 
own canons of civilization upon people dif- 
ferently circumstanced.”’ . 


A WONDERFUL DOG. 


Jude Trails a Robber Twenty Miles 


and He In Caught. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., October 6.—(Special.)—

MUCH THE SAME AS IN THE SOUTH 


Offics Holders Every Where Claim That 
they Arethe Party, and Any Who 
Differ Cannot Be Democrats. 


Washington, October 6.—(Special.—I mei 
Governor Campbell, the talented democratie 
politician of Ohio, a short while ago. He is 
mot at all hopeful about the democratic 
Prospects In the west. “The party is all 
Scattered,” he said, “and I don’t lke the 
outlock.” . te: 

Another democrat, equally as prominent, 
who has never been a prominent office 
holder, but a hard worker, was even more 
in despair than Governor Campbell. “I don't 
want my name used,” he said, “but I tell 
you I have never seen such uphill work in 
my life. When I urge my party friends to 
insist on old-time democratic doctrine on 
silver coinage, | am met by such men as 
Harter and the Ike, who clamo? at once 
about flat money and such nonsense. They 
openiy proclaim they will vote with the 
repuvlicans before they will swallow such 
doctrines, and with him he has quite a 
large number of democratic appointees. 
When I talk tariff reform, I am confronted 
with the wild theories of Tom Johnson and 
Frank Hurd. The truth is, we are all split 
up, and there seems to be no force trying 
to pull us together. Look over the country. 
New York is in a ceaseless war between the 
regular democrats and the bolters, headed 
by Fairchild, Shepherd and Grace, who cail 
themselves the state democracy. These men 
have the office-holding democrats in the 
state behind them, but nothing else. They 
fight the party with more determination 
than they do the republcans. Look at Ne- 
braska. Bryan has received the endorsement 
of the democrats in convention assembled, 
and will also rece!ve the votes of the popu- 
lists for United Statas senator. He is mak- 
ing a gallant fight unprecedented in the 
state. The democratic office-holders, headed 
by Cabinet Officer Morton, bolts with a 
handfu', and is openly giving aid and com- 
fort to the enemy—the republicans. 

Same Thing Down Here. 

“Yes,” said a southern democrat who 
heard this, “it is the same way in the south. 
Federal office holders who are democrats are 
fighting Denson harder than they are fight- 
ing republicans in Alabama, and in South 
Carolina the same clan is more energetic 
against Tillman than it has ever been 
against the republicans. 

“All over the south the pap-suckers are 
rampant to read everybody out of the party 
that favors any coining of silver, and that 
con't fall down and worship the ‘old man’ 
whenever and wherever his name is men- 
tioned. In the meantime, the ‘old man’ is 
quietly @njoyine himself at Buzzard Bay, 
with some of his secretaries, cutting bait. 
The only thing that seems to at all worry 
the ‘old man’ is when the weather bureau 
sends a report from Washington to look out 
for bad weather. The next day the country 
is notified that the president did not fish 
today on account.of the fear of bad weath-~ 
er. This seems to be of much more tmpor- 
tance than the condition of the country, the 
low prife of cotton, the number of un- 
employed men and the success of the demo- 
cratic party.” 

These men make ajs/heavy arraignment, 
and it is not at al surprising that our 
prospects are not e best in the world, 
and that we are injthe condition of a man 
about to take a plufhge in the dark. 

These matters ought to be considered well, 
and some power ought to be exerted, if it 
is possible, to call a halt, and the command 
be given to get together. Whe will do it? 
It will be too late if it Is delayed much 
longer!

WILL CLEAR THE DOCKET. <— 


incle Sam's Hig Court Is Aided by the 
Courts of Appeal. 

Washington, October 6.—When the federal 
supreme court meets on Monday for its Oc- 
tober term it will be with the encouraging 
knowledge that the congestion In the dock- 
et, which left cases hanging for periods of 
time inconsistent with justice, no longer 
exists, and that the court, in the near fu- 
ture, will catch up with the very last cases 
filed. This state of affairs is directly at- 
tributable to the creation by congress of 
the nine cireuit courta of appeals and the 
court of appeals cf? the District of Colum- 
bia, which are empowered to dispose of 
many classes of cases, particularly those 
affecting patents, heretofore passed on by 
the highest tribunal only. 

When tne supreme court adjourned ie 
May last there were 714 cases on the dock- 
et, and during the interim ninety-nine new 
cases were filed. The court disposes of 
about 4 cases each term. and as not more 
than 100 new cases will be docketed during 
the session which wilt begin Monday. it 
will be seen that half the docket will he 
cleared up before the adjournment in May. 
The first case on the docket bears date of 
Eeptember, 18%. but most of the other cases 
are more recent. 

All the justices will be present when the 
court convenes. Justice Jackson, who has 
been Ul. has sufficiently recovered to re- 
sume his duties on the bench. The court 
will not render any opinions until Monday, 
October Uth. 

Especial interest centers in the case of 
the government vs. the sugar trust. This 
is a suit In equity filed by the United States 
against the various corporations cémposing 
the sugar trust, upon the ground that it is 
carried on in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. The cireuit court at PhHadei- 
phia and the circuit court of appeals at 
the same place decided the case against 
the government. Mr. Justice Jackson, woen 
he was on the circuit, decided a case 
against the government involving similar 
questions as to the whisky trust. The 
whole question as to the validity and ef- 
fect of the Sherman anti-trust act, and 
whether or mot under it trusts, such as the 
sugar trust amd the whisky trust, can be 
dizsoived by the federal eourts, will be pre- 
sented and decided in the sugar trust case, 
which is set for the second Monday 
term.

_ Morris Park Race Track,N. Y., October 6.— 
Whe battle for the supremacy of the Amer- 
ican running turf was fought on the undu- 
lating plains of Westchester this ernoon 
ena Henry of Navarre now wears the 


‘crown. The race was a three-cornered spe- 


o©al. Henry of Navarre, the only peerless 
Domino, and the doughty champion of the 
wrest, Clifford, were the contestants. The 
financial prise was $5,000. This was not the 
only stake. The championship was really 
at issue. The winner of today’s race would 
be allowed to go into winter quarters the 
acknowledged king. It was argued that 
there was not a pound’s difference between 
the trio. To make matters more than usu- 
ally interesting Domino had beaten Henry 
of Navarre, and also run a dead heat with 
him. Clifford had suffered defeat at Dom- 
ino’s hands, and had lowered the colors of 
the unlucky Henry of Navarre. In all of 
these finishes they had been’ only noses 
apart and each horse had been driven to 
the utm limit of endurance to beat the 
éther with the exception of Domino’s race 
with Clifford.

Domino was 
the popular idol and he was the favorite.

hooted at them and frankly informed Cor- 
bett that he would have to give the‘ black- 
smith a meeting or throw up his right to the 
champtonship he was carrying. Corbett 
found that his demand for a go between 
Steve O’Donnelly and Fitz would not meet

with the approbation of those who had 
been backing him, and last week announced 
that he would be in New York at The Her- 
ald oitice, where Fitz’s money is on deposit, 
on the llth instant to sign the articles for 
the fight.

But there are no few in the country who 
keep track of the ring, who would be sur- 
prised if Corbett found some way out of the 
meeting. That he is not anxious to meet 
Fitz is assured, and there is no better evi- 
dence of it than the manner in which he 
attempted to evade the meeting when Fitz 
sent his letter first to Corbett. If Corbett 
should manage to evade the fight with Fitz, 
then the blacksmith will lay claim to the 
championship, and that he will be awarded 
it there is no doubt.

Since the meeting between the two men 
seems assured, the admirers of both have 
been making calculations as to the probable 
outcome of. the tilt. That Corbett ‘ought to 
win the fight there are very few who for 
an instant doubt, but that he will win it, 
there are many who are uncertain. In At- 
lanta it is surprising the number of backers 
Fitz has in the . fight. Many here 
are of the opinion that the blacksmith: will 
win out, but when they begin a discussion 
of the promised fight they cannot give any 
good reason for so thinking.

Just why Corbett. should have held out in 
the “manner he did his friends cannot under- 
‘Stand. It is known that he is the best man 
in the ring today and that his chances for 
victory in the turn with Fitz are many 
more than Fitz's chances. Then why 
should he have refused to come across when 
Fitz asked for it? None of Corbett’s friends 
can account for the evident disposition he 
manifested of not meeting the man who 
took the belt from Sullivan.,That Corbett is 
not a coward every one knows. His face 
alone shows that he is manly and brave, 
while his work exhibits plainly the fact 
that he is not afraid. It is a known fact, 
too, that Corbett Is about the most intel- 
lectual prize figtiter the ring has ever pro- 
duced and many, taking this as a cue, as- 
sert that he knows his money making 
ability on the stage will be cut short 
should he lose, either by accident or 
otherwise, and for that reason he didn’t 
want to take any risk. 

Be that as it may, it would not suffice. 
Corbett is a prize fighter and not an actor, 
when it comes to the paper Fitz sent him, 
and he had to either fight or give up. If he 
wants the stage for a calling the surren- 
dering of the belt won’t hurt him, but if he 
wants to hold the championship of the 


‘ring for:the world. he must be open to all 
. comers, and Fitz is one of the number.

A glance at the situation from the Fitz- 
simmons standpoint shows that Fitz has all 
the worst of it. He is the acknowledged 
and recognized champion of his class, and 
is seeking a meeting with a man who claims 
to outclass him. If it is as Corbett says, 
that Fitz is not in his class then it surely 
ought to be an easy win for the heavy- 
weight champion. He cluims a superiority 
in every’ way over ‘the blacksmith, and all 
the blacksmith is asking for is a chance to 
show that Corbett may nave made a mis- 
take. How Corbett can wet out of the mix 
no one just. now seems able to see. It is 
true that he issued an edict in which he 
declared that Fitz must go against Steve 
O'Donnell before he would grant him a turn, 
but, as has been said, there is no reason 
why Corbett should assume the dictatorship 
of the prize ring, and there are people who 
will see that he does not do so, 


Already the purse the winner would pull 
down in event the men meet is a fortune. 
The Olympic Club hangs up $25,000 for the 
contest and Richard K. Fox offers to back 
Fitz for $10,000. Then Fitz’s friends in New 


more. That alone is $45,000, Fitz has a few 
dollars of his own he would be willing to 
put on the mill. So it may be seen that 
quite a fortune would be made in one night 
by the winner of the purse. 

That Fitz is in earnest in wanting to 
bring about a meeting there can be no 
doubt.

He 
has been challenged time and again by 
O'Donnell, and he has got to recognize him 
before T will fight him. .The statement that 
I said I Would meet Fitzsimmons if he de- 
feated Creedon or Choynski is untrue. I 
have never Made any such talk to him or

Corbett intimated that Fitzsimmons’s de- 
feat of Creedon amoyyied,to nothing to.a

How different is the construction of the 
situation Sullivan places on the attempt of 
Fitz to meet Corbett and Corbett’s desire 
to shake the engagement. From Washing- 
ton, where Sullivan was at work, he wired: 

“If Fitzsimmons . and Corbett were 
brought together you would see the hottest 
fight in years. But I do not believe that 
Corbett wants to fight. He is making mon- 
ey fast, and he doesn’t want to take anv 
chances. When I was fighting no one had 
to hunt me around to be accommodated. I! 
do not see how Corbett can refuse to meet 
Fitzsimmons. If he does not accept the 
challenge he does not want to fight. 

“T do not care to express any opinion as 
to the results if the two men were matched, 
but it would be a fight. and no mistake. 
Fitzsimmons is no quicker than Corbett, 
but he knows all the fine points of the 
game. The difference in weight would not 
make such-a great difference, as many peo- 
ple imagine. I would like to see Corbett 
and Fitzsimmons meet. Corbett would have 
work to do in that fight. I do not see how

So it will seem that the man who wrest- 
ed the belt from the man who was open to 
all comers entertained quite different views 
from the man from whom he took it. 


After the go in New Orleans Creedon, 
when he became conscious, candidly ad- 
mitted that he had gone up against too 
much, and asserted that Fitz was the best 
man he had ever encountered.

Editor Constitution—The financial differ- 
ences in the ranks will not account for 
this bold and magnificent protest of 40,000

not much. The platform enunciated by the 
state convention was especially framed 
to accommodate these conflicting opin- 
ions. The compromise was received with- 
out protest, and there is small reason to 
think that it would have played so disas- 
trous a part in the general election. You 
know it did not. You know 
that the talk of the streets, 
the deliberations of the sanctum 
and the confessions wrung from reluctant 
politicians all agree that Wednesday's 
thunder tone was a rebuke to ring rule 
and judicial politics, and the people will 
thank you to tell the truth about their 
motives and their fearless actions. But 
whether you do or do not draw this patent 
eonclusion, there are thousands who will 
and the glorious lesson of this Octcber 
election will not be lost upon the future. 

Let them present another ring to the 
suffrages of Georgia! Let them project a 
stained judiciary into politics again! And 
the stern rebuke of Wednesday will be 
changed to swift and complete annihila- 
tion. 

I have a right to congratulate the people 
upon the result which the politicians de- 
plore. I spoke for them when -ne one else 
cared do.so. I bore the bront-of a bitter 
and virulent abuse in the single-handed 
championship of their rights, and now, that 
they have done their royal work, it gives me 
pleasure once more to assure “the thou- 
sands for whom I spoke’’ that I shall not 
ask for myself at any time the ballots 
which I have invoked for pure pplitics and 
a better state.

Since the primary last Wednesday there 
has been more or less dissatisfaction among 
the candidetes and the voters on account 
of the slow count ‘in the second and fifth 
wards. The discovery of, the error in the 
recount of the’ vote cast for Mr. Goldsmith 
and Mr. Holliday has. made the feeling 
more intense and several of the candidates 
have asked for a recount of the vote in 
the second ward. 

A demand has also been made for a re- 
count of the vote fn the fourth ward. 

Captain Mayes, who.was defeated in the 
fifth ward by Mr. Sims, yesterday address 
ed a communication to the city executive 
committee asking for a recount of the vote 
in the second ward, and it is upon that re- 
quest that Captain Ellis bases his. call for 
a meeting of the executive committee to- 
morrow night. Captain Mayes in his let- 
ter to the executive committee says:

THE CEDARTOWN BANK TO BE SOLD 


Claims Agzinst the BE. T., V. & G. Road 


Must Be Filed Without Delay—Sale of 
the Chattanooga Soutaera Postponed.

An Adjourned Meeting of Council Yester- 
day Fixed the Pay of Councilmen. 


“THE APPORTIONMENTS FOR NEXT YEAR 


A Permit to Build a Stable Refused by 
Council—OUther Matters Ba‘ore the 
City Fathers Yesterday’ 


The salaries of the mzyor, aldermen and 
councilmen whi are to be elected in De- 
cember next have been fixed. 

The fixing was done by the general ccun- 
cil in adjourned session yesterday after- 
noon, every member of the body being pres- 
ent except Mr. Stephens, of the board of 
aldermen. . 

It was 3 o’clock when the body was called 
to order by Mayor Pro Tem. Lroyles. Mr. 
Martin, chairman of the salary committee, 
asked that the council take up the report 
of that committee first, as he wa: anxious 
to be excused from the meeting in order 
to take his train out on the road. The two 
reports of the committee were then read, 
the majority report bearing the signatures 
of Mr. Martin and Mr. Howell and the mi- 
nority report being signed by Mr. Stockdeil. 

The majority report called for a salary 
of $2,500 a year for the mayor and of $600 
a year for each-of the aldermen and coun- 
cilmen. 

The minority report, signed by Mr. Stock- 
dell, assessed the city $2,500 a year for the 
mayor and placed the pay of the aldermen 
and councilmen at $200 a year each. 

‘As a substitute for both reports I move,” 
said Mr. Haralson, ‘“‘that the salary of the 
mayor be made $2,500, the same as both 
reporis suggest, but that the salaries of the 
aldermen and councilmen be put at $00 a 
year each.”’ 

On Mr. Haralson’s substitute the ayes and 
nays were called for and the call resulted 
ayes 5, nays 8. 

Mr. Stockdell then moved the adoption 
of his report, the minority report, but it 
was lost by a vote of 4 to 9. 

lt was then moved by Mr. Howell that 
the majority report be adopted. That re- 
port assessed the Salaries at $2,500 for 
mayor and $600 for aldermen and council- 
men each a year. 

On the adoption of the report the ayes 
and nays were again asked for and the call 
showed eleven votes for the adoption and 
two against it. The two voting against 
the adoption were Mr. Peters and Mr. Har- 
man. 

Cannot Build the Stable. 

The report of the fire department com- 
mittee granting Messrs. Stewart & LBow- 
den a building perm!t on Marietta street at 
Bartow street, was taken up. The report of 
the committee was submitted to the gen- 
eral council at the meeting Monday after- 
noony but final action on it was postponed 
in order to give the people who reside in 
that section of the city an oppartunity to 
be heard on it. Immediately after the re- 
port was read the Pules were suspended and 
Mr. Anthony Murphy and others in that 
section of the city opposed the granting of 
the permit. Mr. Corrigan appeared for the 


petitioners and ased that the permit be 
granted. 

“I move,” said Mr. Stockdell, “that we 
do not grant the permit. The class of 
building the genticmen propose to erect 
is not altogether fireproof. In fact, if a 
fire once gets started inside of thai kind 


of building it will be impossible to react 
it.”’ 

Mr. Beattie made a long and earnest plea 
for the petition, asserting that the build- 
ing could not in the least hurt that section 
of the city or injure the property in that 
neighborhcod. 

Mr. Stockdell’s motion 
tition was adopted. 

The Annual Apportionment. 

Mr. Stockdell, chairman of the finance 
committee, presented the final apportion- 
ments for the year 1894. 

The sheet showing the total receipts of 
the city from all sources gave $1,856,443.14 
as the amount for the year. It showell 
that the taxable realty and personalty of 
the city was $53,878,345, and gave the source 
from which every penny of the income was 
derived. 

Then the chairman presented a paper 
“snowing the manner in which the money 
had been finally disbursed for the year. 

The report gave to the department of 
mayor, $2,650; to the department of coun- 
cil, $11,650; to the department of city hall, 
$9,540; to the department of finance, $513,- 
500.30; to the department of police, $138,- 
082.34, a cut of $2,000 since the apportion- 
ments were made in July; to the depart- 
ment of tax, $29,770, a cut of $2,000: to the 
department of fire, $109,182, a cut of $3,000; 
to the department of engineer, $9,380: to the 
department of streets, $243,421.62, an addi- 
tion of $2,000; to the department of cem- 
etery, $7,845.28; to the department of sewers, 
$54,610; to the department of public works, 
$3,150; to the department of waterworks, 
$145,124.37, -a cut of $200; to the department 
of street lights, $67,352, a cut of $5,000: to 
the department of law, $24,200: to the de- 
partment of parks, $8,500. to the department 
of relief, $39,500, an addition of $1,000: to 
the department of public schools, $153,534.37, 
a cut of $2,000; to the department of bridegvs, 
$11,992.45, a cut of $2,000; to the department 
of comptroller, $3,500; to the department of 
sanitary, $106,252.68; to the department of 
contingent, $56,104.73. 

It will be seen that only one of the depart- 
ments, that of streets, was given an in- 
crease, while many of them were given a 
reduction. 

The council adjourned.

SUIT AGAINST RANDEGGER DISMISSED 


* 


Doubtless Some Spicy Developments Were 
Missed—The Matter Mey Come Up 
Azair, However. 


An entry made upon the docket of the su- 
perior court westerdnyv i afternoon , shows, 
in exceedingly visible red ink. that tlie su.t 
of Angier against Randegger has been dis- 
missed upon motion of the plaintiif. 

It is more than likely that this is the 
last that will be heard of this suit, which 
at one time threatened to stir up musical 
centers in all parts of the world. When 
first published the suit created no small 
scnsation and was the talk of the town for 
some time. 

Mr. Angier sought, by an injuction, to 
keep Signor Randegger from using his 
talent tn the direction of musical entertain- 
ments because there had been an alleged 
breach of contract. 
peculiar stories crept out of the suit and 
some were doubtless manufactured to suit 
the occasion. 

Signor Randegger’s attorney is Mr. Ham- 
ilton Douglas, who has not only kept the 
proverbial golden silence regarding his 
client’s answer, but has refrained from fil- 
ing an answer. 

Mr. Douglas was seen yesterday and in 
answer te the question as to whether the 
case had been settled, replied very emphati- 
cally: No, sir.”’ 

“At any rate, is it not marked ‘dismissed’ 
on the docket of the superior court?” 

“Well, now, that’s a very different tnat- 
ter; it is one thing to settle a case and an 
altogether different thing to dismiss it.’ 

“Whether you call it ‘settled’ or ‘dismiss- 
ed’ it is said that the parties to the suit 
got together and fixed up their differences. 
Is that true?’ 

“It is absolutely untrue. There is noth- 
ing to warrant the statement. A lawyer 
dislikes talking about a client’s business. 
I have so far said nothing for publication 
about the controversy. As the case has 
been dismissed by the plaintiff's attorneys, 
Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, and we cannot 
answer in the courthouse the various 
charges made, it is proper for me to say 
this, at least, that the case was dismisseJ 
without any agreement, inducement or con- 
sideration of any character whatsoever on 
the part of ghe defendant or his attorney or 
his friends. Mr. Angier will have to pay 
courthouse costs.’’ 

“Why did the plaintiff dismisg the case?” 

“As to that matter,’ said Mr. Dougias, 
“you will have to see the plaintiff. There 
is one conclusion, of a more or less obvious 
character, to be drawn from piaintiff’s ac- 
tion in dismissing his case; that is, that he 
never had any case.”’ 

“What was going to be your defense in 
the matter?’’ Mr. Douglas was again asked. 

“I cannot answer that question. It would 
take tos long. I can say this, however: 
The defendant had a full, ample and com- 
plete defense to the suit. He would have 
deried every material allegation of plaint- 
iff’s bill. Besides, he had, in my judgment, 
a ccunter claim for money owing by Mr. 
Angier, who, himself, broke the contract be- 
tween them. 


“When the bijl was dismissed I had not 


filed any answer for defendant. The 
plaintiff’ was, therefore, at liberty to dis- 
miss his bill if he wanted to.” 

“So the matter is ended now?” 

“I don’t know. What has been done ig 
this matter or what will be done is absv- 
lutely immaterial! to Signor Randegger, his 
lawyer or his maay fr‘ends.”’ 


IION. EDWARD BLAKE. 


Atlanta on the 23d of 
October. 

The following notice was handed in to 
The Constitution last night: 

‘“‘All those desiring to accord Hon. Edward 
Blake, member of parliament, a cordial re- 
ception on the event of his visit to Atlanta, 
on October 23d, will meet the friends of 
home rule in the hall of the Hibernian Rifles 
Association, on Hunter street, this after- 
noon at 3 o’clock, when arrangements will 
be made for the public meeting at which 
Mr. Blake will speak. 

“T. J. CORRIGAN, Chairman.” 

Hon. Edward Blake is not only one of the 
strongest members in the British parliament 
representing an Irish constituency, but he 
is ranked among the very strongest mem- 
bers of the whole house. 

The father of Mr. Blake was a _ stanch 
Irish Protestant, who emigrated to Canada 
when a young man. He became a man of 
mark there, and in time his son Edward was 
elected to the Canadian parliament from 
the county cf Guelph. In that body he 
took a leading part, evincing talent in mat- 
ters of finance and the tariff. He was one 
of the most trusted lieutenants of Hon. 
George Brown, the leader of the clear grit, 
or liberal party, and when the liberals, 
under the premiership of Hon. Sanford Me- 
Donald, came into power, Mr. Blake was 
gazetted minister of finance. This position 
was subsequently accorded him whenever 
the liberals were in power. When the va- 
rious provirces of British North America 
were, consolidated ints, the Dominion of 
Canada, Mr. Blake became the finance 
minister, and no financial or tariff measure 
was ever considered save under his leader- 
ship? Not only was his position. as assured 
in Canada as was that of the late Mr. 
Blaine in the United States, but he was 
looked upon by the home government i 
London as one of the ablest statesmen in 
the whole empire. 

The fact that a man so situated should 
have given up assured positions and power 
to become a member of parliament for Ire- 
land was a surprise. It is stated, however, 
that it was at the suggestion of Mr. Glad- 
stone, who, seeing that home rule was 2 
certainty of the future, thought that the 
party which would thus come into contro) 
of Ireland, should have in its members one 
versed in the intricacies of financial and 
tariff questions. The consultations between 
Mr. Gledstone and the Irish members on 
this subject led to the selection of Mr. 
Blake, who was offered a seat in parlia- 
ment. 

Vnen the offer was made the Canadian 
statesman it was a surprise to him. Recol- 
lecting that his father was an Irishman, 
and having in his own breast a warm Irish 
heart, he accepted for the good that he 
might be able to do. His selection was due, 
in a large measure, to the endorsement of 
the principle of home rule for Ireland, 
which was given by the Canadian parlia- 
ment at the time that he was a member of 
the government. The fact that the largest 
colory of Great Britain, itself an empire in 
territory, and enjoying home rule, should 
have endorsed the Irish claim, had a won- 
derful influence on the voters of Great 
Britain. 

The people of Atlanta should rendér every 
honor to this distinguished gentleman, for 
he is a man of true worth and high patriot- 
ism.

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|. Preserve the Purity. of the Ballot? 
We observe that in some of the coun- 

ties of the state there is a tendency to 
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:\The Vote of the State. 

It will be impossible to obtain the an- 
aouncement of the official result of last 
Wednesday’s election until Monday, the 
25th instant, on which. day the returns 
now being received, according to law, 
by the secretary of state, will be opened 
in the presence of the governor. 

Already the returns from most of the 
eounties of the state have been re- 
ceived at the capitol and by tomorrow it 
is probable that the returns from every 
county will ‘be in. They are sealed and 
cantot be opened’ until so directed by 
the governor. After a conference with 
the secretary of state October 15th has 
been agreed upon as the day for the 
canyass of the returns, and until then 
the state will be in darkness of the re- 
sult, except in so far as it has been 
announced by The Constitution. 

- Phe election occurred on Wednesday. 
The Constitution of Thursday morning 
contained a report from every county 
in the state, obtained. under the most 
adverse circumstances and collected by 
more than one thousand special messen- 
gers. The returns from every county 
were consolidated in the respective 
county seats and were immediately for- 
warded by telegraph to The Constitu- 
tion. In many counties the returns had 
to be taken from ten to thirty miles 
through the country om horseback to 
the nearest telegraph station, and our 


correspondent at St. Marys, after col- . 


lecting the returns from Camden county, 
earried them by boat up the St. Marys 
river to Fernanidina sound, and thence 
to Fernandina; Fla.—a distance of twen- 
ty miles covered at midnight. 
Through the activity of our correspon. 
dents in every county, The Constitution 
was enabled to present the morning af- 
ter the election the unofficial consoli- 
dated returns from every county in the 
state, and we announced on Thursday 
morning that Mr. Atkinson’s majority 
would be 30,000. Since then our corre- 
spondents in almost every county have 
yerified the official consolidations ,of 
their respective counties, aud we find 
that our reports as published Thursday 
morning are substantially correct. In 
most of the counties the reports of our 
correspondents, sent after the official 


' eonsolidation, verify the unofficial re- 


turns telegraphed on Wednesday night. 

Thus it will be seen that the official 
canvass, to take place on the 15th in- 
stant; will show that the official vote of 
the state will not vary much from 30,000 
aud that The Constitution has done 
what no other paper in Georgia has ever 
attempted te do—covered again, on the 
night of the election, news reports from 
every county in the state and presented 
to its readers with approximate exact- 
mess the official result of the vote of the 
state.

A man- 
ager, whether populist, republican or 
democratic, who refuses to sign returns, 
or who signs them improperly, because

party, commits an outrage for which the 
Whole organization becomes directly 
answerable to the people. 

We say, therefore, that the party can- 
not afford to tolerate even the suspic- 
ion of fraud. The voters will not and 
ought not to submit to it. 

A contingency never will arise when 
any party can afford to be dishonest— 
when those who represent it can afford 
to do the dirty work and commit the 
political crimes that the republicans are 
charged with. 

The counting out of votes because 
some superserviceable election manager 
refuses. to certify to the returns is an 
outrage that cannot be excused or justi- 
fiéd. If an election manager in some 
remote precinct can disfranchise the 
qualified voters and change the result 
in an entire county, then popular gov- 
ernment is at an end with us The puri- 
ty of the ballet box is such a vital 
matter that the party in Georgia cannot 
afford to recognize or justify any act 
that will even lend color to a charge 
that there has been fraud in the count- 
ing of the votes. Such a display of par- 
tisanship may result in a temporary 
gain for the party, but it invites—nay, 
demands—such a sweeping reaction as 
will compel the party to pay a’ terrible 
price for the temporary benefits. 

For years the democratie party has 
been crying out against frauds and out- 
rages conunitted by the republicans. The 
party’s protests against the great elee- 
| tion frauds of 1876 are well.remembered. 
In fact, for thirty yéars the democrats 
have been arraigning the republicans for 
tampering with the purity of the ballot. 
For that reason we deem it to be our 
duty to announce in the interests of the 
organization in this state that the peo- 
‘ple of Georgia will not tolerate the 
counting out of legal votes, no matter 
in whose behalé the outrage may be 
committed. 

We do not know that any such attempt 
has been made; but there are various 
whispers and rumors flying about. It 
is reported that in first one county and 
then another returns have been thrown 
out on purely technical grounds. All 
this is serious enough to invite com- 
ment. The voters of the state cannot 
be disfranchised on technical grounds, 
or because the managers of the pre- 
cinects refuse to certify to the returns.

An Export Duty on Cotton. 

We print in another column a very 
interesting communication from Mr. 
Francis Fontaine, in which he suggests 
and advocates an export duty on cotton 
as at least a partial remedy for the 
evils that. have grown out of the dis- 
location of our currency system. 

Mr. Fontaine calls attention to the 
fact that the statesmen who framed the 
confederate constitution provided in 
that instrument for an export duty on 
cotton, and it is indeed significant that 
the potency of such a duty should have 
received a recognition so conspicuous. 

Mr.' Fontaine’s suggestion is certainly 
worthy of attention, and we hope to see 
it discussed. It is a law of economics 
that the consumers pay thé tax. In 
this instance, the question arises 
whether the export duty would come 
out of the packets of the European con- 
Sumers, or whether it would be sub- 
tracted from the price, which is. prac- 
tically made by England. 

We believe that the true remedy for 
the low price of cotton and other prod- 
ucts of labor is the restoration of our 
currency system to its normal condi- 
tion, and this can only be aecomplished 
by repealing the republican act of de- 
monetization; but Mr. Fontaine’s sug- 
gestion opens up another subject of dis- 
cussion.

NEW YORK, October 6.—The New York 
Financler says this week: 

“The statement of the associated banks 
of this city for the week ending October 
6th must be regarded as favorable. A de- 

rease Of $1,340,875 in the reserve is proof 
that the week’s operations have resulted in 
a withdrawal of part of the enormous funds 
accumulated in the banks here. The total 
loams have passed the half billion mark, 
and now aggregate $600,277,200, an increase 
of $2,716,200 over last week, and are $10,397,300 
heavier than reported September ist. This 
increase, with the exception of the week 
ending Septmebr 29th. has been regular. 
Net deposits increased $2,807,900, or $191,700 
more than the increase.in loans. The ag- 
gregate deposits are now $589,511,400—$89, 264,- 
200 heavier than the aggregate loans. There 
was a gain of $204,600 in specie, and a loss of 
$818,500 in legal tenders,‘ making the net de- 
crease in cash $603,300. This is accounted 
for by the fact that currency has been flow- 
ing to the south during the week. Bills of 
small denominations are very scarce in 
New York. and this has made it necessary 
for some banks to ship gold instead of pa- 
per money within the last few days. The 
total) cash holdings of the associated banks 
are now $206,836,300.

He also claimed tnat 
the healtn of his daughter had been atect2u 
by the tumes from the factory, ultiuuatey 
aiding in her death. A large number of 
Witnesses were introduced by Mr. Wilson 
who swore that he had lost many fruit 
trecs; that the shade trees around his house 
were vVirtuaily all dead and that a grove 
at arother place on his farm was in a dy- 
ing condition. They testified that the fumes 
of the tactory were so bad that persons 
could not live there with any convenience; 
thai it even would cause horses to cougn 
as they passed by the factory on the road, 

Such & cause or action, if the same were 
true, would prevent the factory from con- 
tinuing business, if it pursued the methous 
heretorore followed in manufacturing fer- 
tilizer.

Franklin Credits It to His Eariy Love 
for Books. 

In his autobiography, Benjamin Franklin. 
writing of-his boyhood days, says: ‘“‘From a 
child I was fond of reading, and all the 
little money that came into my hands 
was ever laid out in books.’’ Further on 
he says: “My father’s little library consist- 
ed chiefly of books on polemic divinity, mast 
of which-I read and have since often regret- 
ted that. at a time when I had such a thirst 
for knowledge, more proper books had not

fallen into my way, sincé it was now re- 
solved I should not be a clergyman. At 
the early age of twelve years Franklin was 
apprenticed to his brother to learn the art 
of printing, and speaking of his advantages 
at that time he says: “Il now had access to 
better books. Often I sat up in my room 
reading the greatest part of the night, 
when the book was borrowed in the evening 
and to be returned early in the morning, lest 
it should be missea or wanted.”’ 
(his desire for knowledge was pre-emi- 
nent with Franklin through his entire life, 
and the putting to practical uses such 
knowledge as was gleaned from books and 
by investigation, was the true criterion of 
his success as inventor, statesman and 
neler. 
a study of the lives of our most eminent 
\ men shows that a large majority of them 
were wide readers and students and were 
also, as a rule, self-taught, gaining their 
knowledge under difficulties that none but 
the earnest searchers woulu overcome. 
Note the contrast between the boyhood 
days of Franklin and those of the present 
gereration. eae books were so scarce and 
expensive that any cover which contained a 
printed page was valued and carefully pre- 
served. Such books as “Pilgrim's Progress, 
‘“Burton’s Historical Collections. Plu- 
tarch’s Lives’’ and DeFoe’s and Dr. Ma- 
ther’s essays, books almost unknown. to 
the present youth, were highly valued by 
Franklin, and from them he imbibed the 
inspiration which led to his future great- 
those books with those at 


ness. Compare 
the command of the present boy. At. no 
time in the world’s history has he had such 


rtunities to secure good books at such 
ioe orioes, and, in fact, this era will go into 
history as one in which cheap literaature was 
inaugurated and placed within tite reach of 
the masses. With all the accumulation of 
standard books at his command it is a 
crime to be ignorant, and especially is this 
true when that king of all libraries, the new 
edition Encyclopaedia Britannica, can be 
had such low introductory rates as are 
now being offered by The Constitution. 
Had Franklin had at his command such 
a library as the Britannica, who can esti- 
mate the eminence he would have attained? 
Yet what was an unknown library in his 
day is now being offered the Georgia youth 


at only 10 cents a day.

Tn et cAicte preceding this I narrated. 
the story of Sapelo island. I shall now 
discuss the island and its attractions. Sape- 
to ls a place of peculiar beauty, surrounded 
on the south by Doboy sound, on the west 
by a great river, on the north by Sapelo 
sound and on the east by the Atlantic 
ocean, This island is four miles wide from 
river to oceat’ and twelve iniles long from 
sound to sound. Sapelo sound affords the 
best and safest harbor on the southern 
coast, with a depth of Water on its bar 
that has never refused to float the largest 
vessels, Many thousand feet of Georgia 
lumber leave there annually for tran*por- 
tation to all parts of the globe. Within 
ample forests of pine an@ oak, planted 
broadegst with nature’s lavish hand from 
one end of Sapelo.to the other, red deer 
abound ag plentiful as in a park. It is not 
at all uncommon for hunters to kill num- 
bers of these in a day. There are two 
Ways to hunt them, one exhilerating and 
exciting; the other tiresome and uninterest- 
ing. The former is after this wise: Of a 
bracing winter's morning horsemen ride 
together through the wide gfass savannahs, 
as the treeless planes are called, to jump 
the deer without the use of dogs, and once

George R. Brown's Causiis Card. 


| MR, W, G. GLENN CHALLENGED HIM 


Summary of the Correspcndencs That 
“Passed Between the Two Genile- 


men~—The. End of It. 


between Mr. George R. Brown, of Canton, 
and Mr. W. C.’ Glenn, of this city, was 
given to the public yesterday. 

It grew out of the publication of a 
ecard in The Constitution of September 21st 
by Mr. Brown, jn walch some hard things 
were said of Mr. Glenn, Apparently Mr. 
Glenn has been paying no attention to the 
contents of the card, but yesterday's devel- 
opments threw new light on the sifuation. 

It seems Mr, Glenn, without making pub- 
lic his motive, at once set about to get 
satisfaction. He named Mr. Fravch 
Strange as his personal representative 
and indited a short nete to Mr. Brown ask- 
ing for a meeting outside of the State, 
where the correspondence might be con- 
tinued. 

Fhe card was handed to Mr. Brown on 
September 2ith on the train between Can- 
ton and Jasper. ‘Mr Brown made answer 
to the effect that he would be engaged 
in the organization of the Pickens superior 
coum, to which he was going when the 
note was handed him. until October 3d. In 
his card he. stated that he had remained 
at the Kimball house until 3 o’elock of the 
afternoon of the publication of his card. 

An. armistice was declared until Mir. 
Brown could fill important engagements 
previously made. On October Oth he came 
to Atlanta ang sent a note to his friend, 
Mr. Thomas Hutcheson, asking him to com. 
municate with Mr. I*rench Strange and 
suggest the withdrawal of Mr. Glenn's 
card, looking to an amicable adjustment 
of the affair. Mr. Hutcheson suggested the 
withdrawa! of the note, to which Mr. 
Strange replied that such a suggestion ceuid 
not be entertained. 

Mr, Brown then wrote a lengthy note to 
Mr. Glenn, in which he explained his po- 
sition. He said the original card was writ- 
ten’ in defense of his character, and he 
had reason to believe that the objectionabie 
publications which called. it forth were 
inspired by Mr. Glenn, in connection with 
Cc. D. Maddox. Acting on this, he States 
that he denounced Mr. Glenn. After that 
publication he remained in the city at the 
Kimball house, naturally expecting that 
Mr. Glenn would take some notice of the 
references to himself. He then tells about 
the reception of the ‘challenge and the 
necessary delay that fvllowed. Closing, 
Mr Brown says: 

“My communication .of September 21st, 
in which I denounced you so severely, was 
founded upon the belief that you were the 
resporsible author of the charges and accu- 
Sations made against me and which, as has 
already been-.stated, have been persisted 
in for months. You have never, suv [far as 
I am advised, disavowed the authorship 
of these charges, but have seen fit to send 
to me what'll construe to be a peremtory 
challenge. Now, sir, 1 am utterly ignorant 
and unadvised in the code duello and have 
no desire at this late day, were I differently 
situated, to give my adherence to its meth- 
os. I do claim, however, to be a gentleman, 
and am therefore ready, as gentiemen al- 
Ways are, to right any wrong I may have 
done you. In order that I might correct 
any injustice I may -have done you, I au- 
thorized iny friend, Mr. Thomas,Hutcheson, 
to confer. with Mr. Strange and requesi 
that your note addressed to me:on Septem- 
ber 2ith be withdrawn. | did this for the 
purpose of putting myself in position in 
the event that it should appear that you 
were not responsible for the attacks made 
upon mein The Atlanta Gezette, to with- 
draw my denunciation of you in my com- 
mitmication of September 22d. This re- 
quest, for reasons best known to yourself, 
you declined to accede to. If you are not 
the author of the charges upon which my 
communication of September 22d was based. 
and are not responsible for them in fact, 
as I have seen stated since in the public 
prints in what purported to be an inter- 
view with you, I stand ready now to make 
you any reparation which a gentleman can 
ask of another. Now, sir. in conclusion, 
let me say that I do not believe in dueling, 
nor am lin any pasition to accept or send 
a challenge, but jf, upon reflection, you do 
not see fit to terminate this matter in the 
manner which I have indicated. end are 
determined to pursue your assaults upon 
my character and reputation to the point 
of personal viclence, I shall endeavor to 
defend the one as I have the other. and 
in this connection will inform vou that T 
Shall remain in the citv ef Atlanta thie« 
tonight and until eight o'clock 
tomorrow morning, when business compels 
me _ to leave. I am at the Kimball house, 
and may be found there untii the time 
stated.” 

Following this Mr. Strange sent 2 note to 
Mr. Brown, in which it was emphatically 
stated that Mr. Gienn considered Mr. 
Brown’s* reference to him in his card as 
absolutely unauthorized; that he (Mr. 
Glenn) assumed entire responsibility for the 
article in The Atlanta Gazette, and repeat- 
ed his request of September 24th. To this 
Mr. Brown repiied: 

“Hon. W. C. Glenn, City—Sir: Your letter 
of this date, through Mr. French Strange, 
avowing your responsibility for the at- 
tacks upon me which called forth my com- 
munication of September 2ist has just been 
received. I need scarcely say to you in view 
of the avowal that my characterization of 
you in that communication will not only 
stand as written, but is hereby reiterated. 
As you have already been informed, I am 
at the. Kimball house in. this city, and will 
remain here this afternoon and until 8 
o'clock tomorrow morning. Further than 
this your note of September 24th will re- 
ceive no notice for reasons already as- 
signed. GEORGE R. BROWN.” 

This. concludes the corresnondence. It 
was given out, prefaced by a card from 
Mr. Strange, written to Colonel Glenn, iv 
which his actions in the matter were sum- 
marized.
